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N treating of Shrewsbury without so 

much as mentioning the Castle Mills, 

I may have seemed, to Shropshire 

friends, — of a strange omission. 

But the omission was intentional 
and the reasons for it twofold. In the 
first place, there was a distinct danger 
of wearying the reader with overmuch 
*tshop.”’ In the second, though the Cas- 
tle Mills in days gone by made a great 
name for themselves and for Shrewsbury 
flour, they now possess little interest ex- 
cept as the headquarters—grain stores 
and offices—of W. L. Browne; and W. L. 
Browne, who is ‘'boss’”’ of the Shrop- 
shire grain trade, belongs essentially to 
the whole county, and can not be men- 
tioned at a fitter time than when we are 
passing from the northern to the south- 
ern portion of it. 

If South Shropshire contains no town 
quite so famous as Shrewsbury and no 
great ruined city like Uriconium, it is in 
a general way much the more interesting 
half of the county. To begin with, its 
scenery is more diversified. The plain 
on which we looked from the north side 
of the Wrekin, extends but a little way 
southward of the hill before its western 
portion is intruded upon by a number of 
almost parallel ranges which divide it 
into a series of narrow and very pictur- 
esque valleys. To the southeast, where 
the plain merges into the wide valley of 
the Severn, the view is even more ex- 
tensive than on the northern side; reach- 
ing, it is said, on clear days to the Berk- 
shire downs some 65 miles distant. 
That is a long distance for England, 
for it must be remembered that in the 
British Islands we have not the clear, 
bright atmosphere which favors exten- 
sive prospects. Then, in addition to its 
pretty scenery, the southern half of 
Salop possesses attractions in the shape 
of castles, abbeys, curious country 
houses and quaint little water-mills 
sufficient to stock a dozen ordinary -dis- 
tricts of the same size. 

_ Let us now,as in the former case, 
imagine ourselves standing on the 
Wrekin, but this time facing southwards 
from beside a huge boulder known as 
t ‘'Bladder’”’ stone—a Salopian ren- 
dcring of the name of the Scandinavian 
ccemi-god Balder, with whose worship it 
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supposed to have been connected. 
posite us—endways on—are the ranges 
hills already mentioned. Of these, 
one farthest to our right is known 
a- the Stiper Stones; next comes the 
ng Mynd; next, Caradoc, and then, 
shing out much farther into the plain 
in the others, Wenlock Edge. As if 
counterbalance the intrusion of the 
st named, the remaining range, known 
the Clee Hills, stands very far back, 
a' lowing the plain to shelve off grad- 
ually to the southeast. 
/f the valleys between these ranges 
d the little towns which lie among 
d beyond them I hope to have some- 
thing to say later; dealing only at pres- 
ent with what may be legitimately con- 
sidered within sightof the Wrekin. Be- 
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.ous incident occurred. 


inning at the extreme right, not far 
rom the foot of the Stiper Stones, we 
see the small town of Minsterley, and 
between us and it the mill of Hogstow; 
a name undoubtedly derived from the 
early connection of the neighborhood— 
and probably of the mill itself—with the 
unclean quadruped which figures so 
largely in the trade of Chicago. In 
Saxon and early Norman times Shrop- 
shire went in greatly for i Nota 
few tenants had their holdings condi- 
tionally on reserving a certain amount 
of wootland for their landlord’s swine, 
which grew fat on the acorns and roots. 
The mill farms seem to have been the 
chief breeding establishments. Lidum 
—a mill mentioned in Doomsday Book, 
but all later knowledge of which ap- 
pears to have been forgotten—paid its 
rent in ‘tone hog pigge and eleven 
leagues(?) of woods.” The Hogstow 
mill is not mentioned in old chronicles, 
but probably existed in Saxon times 
under some other name. For many 
generations the tenancy has been con- 
tinuous in the family of the present 
miller; and at one time there were 
Blakemores representing four genera- 
tions living in the mill house; the sen- 
ior of the party being a fine old gentle- 
man who survived to the patriarchal 
age of 101 years. In the year 1811 a curi- 
A waterspout 
broke over the Stiper Stones, and a 
wave many feet in height came down 
the Hogstow brook, flooding the mill 
house up to the face of an old grandfa- 
ther’s clock which stood in the kitch- 
en.A baby which had been left asleep 
in another room was given up as inevit- 
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ably drowned; but, happily, was found 
still asleep floating about in its wooden 
cradle. 

The present mill, which is about 150 
years old, is driven by two wooden over- 
shot wheels. There are several other 
little mills in the bese | {including 
the distant successor of the Longnor 
mill mentioned in connection with 
Haughmond Abbey) but none are of 
very special interest. But at Frodesley, 
about two miles from Longnor is a curi- 
ous old hunting fodge, not so interesting 
from its picturesqueness of appearance 
as from its singular situation; perched 
on the top of a hill of almost sugar-loaf 
shape. What object a man could have 
in so locating an otherwise desirable 
dwelling it is difficult to imagine. Per- 
haps he was like the Manx priest of 
whom it is recorded, 


“There was an old priest at Molew, 
Who liked to enjoy a good view, 

So he preached from a stool 

On the top of Barrule, 
But his hearers were painfully few.” 

To the left.of Longnor and almost in 
a direct line between the Wrekin and 
the Long Mynd is the beautiful old 
ruined castle of Acton Burnell. Why it 
should have been allowed to become a 
ruin it is not easy to understand; as 
some parts of it seem to be in a compar- 
atively good state of preservation. 
Close to the ivy-covered tower, seen to 
the right in the photograph, will be 
noticed a tall tree with bare trunk and 
spreading top. This is a cedar which 
has departed from the usual manner of 
growth of its kind, and instead of de- 
veloping breadth, has sprung to the 
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height of 100 feet. Near the castle is the 
Roman Catholic tt ei in which 
there is a noted Calvary. 

Near Acton Burnell is a curious, nar- 
row, paved road called the Devil’s 
Causeway, said to have been paved by 
His Satanic Majesty in a single night. 
There still exists a tradition that the 
gentleman in question, adorned with 
cow’s horns, hoofs and tail, is to be met 
there at midnight riding a white horse. 
If the individual meeting him is bent 
on a good errand he is allowed to pass 
unmolested, but if on an evil one the 
rider carries him off. The fact that 
nobody within living memory has seen 
the apparition would seem to imply that 
midnight errands in the neighborhoud 
are not of so undoubtedly virtuous a 
character as to lead those undertaking 
them to choose the causeway as their 
road. Let us hope the implication is 
wrong and that the real reason is that 
so few evil-doers were to be picked up 
that the proprietor did not find it wort 
his while to continue the business. 

A little to the left of Acton Burnell is 
Church Preen, where once was a noted 
hermitage; used as a place of retirement 
for the monks of Wenlock Abbey, when 
they found solitude desirable. The 
churchyard contains a big yew tree 
which disputes with the one at Twyford 
[shown in the Northwestern Miller of 
Oct. 16, 1901] the honor of being the 
largest churchyard yew in the United 
Kingdom. This at Church Preen is a fe- 
male tree, and is said to present a very 
beautiful appearance when in flower. 

Nearer to the Wrekin than Church 
Preen is the village of Leighton, where 
there is a mill which possesses a double 
iriterest. Externally it is chiefly notice- 
able on account of its fine over-shot 
wheel, 40 feet in diameter. Internally, 
it is one of the graveyards of the Buch- 
holtz ‘thuller,’’ the ill-fated machine 
which came into existence only to be 
killed almost immediately by the in- 
vention of rolls. Doubtless most of my 
milling readers know all about the 
BuchhoHz ‘thuller.’”’ For the informa- 
tion of those who do not, I may say that 
it consisted of a cylinder lined with an 
infinite number of small knives, set so 
close together as to present almost the 
appearance of a series of broad files, 
with a core similarly covered. Between 
core and shell the wheat. passed, the 
bran being ‘'filed’”’ off into a snuff-like 
meal, and the berry reduced to some- 
thing like pearl barley before going on 
to the millstones. The system produced 
grand flour for those days, but had seri- 
ous drawbacks as compared with rolls. 
Leighton mill was fitted with it by the 
owner, a wealthy Liverpool banker, as 
a model for the district to follow; and 
as 1 had never heard of the substitution 
of rolls, I had —— to report that there, 
at least, the ‘thullers’’ were still work- 
ing. ‘They are still there, but it is many 
years since they were used, as the mill 
no longer turns out flour. 

East of Leighton is Coalbrook Dale

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N treating of Shrewsbury without so 

much as mentioning the Castle Mills, 

I may have seemed, to Shropshire 

friends, — of a strange omission. 

But the omission was intentional 
and the reasons for it twofold. In the 
first place, there was a distinct danger 
of wearying the reader with overmuch 
*tshop.”’? In the second, though the Cas- 
tle Mills in days gone by made a great 
name for themselves and for Shrewsbury 
flour, they now possess little interest ex- 
cept as the headquarters—grain stores 
and offices—of W. L. Browne; and W..L. 
Browne, who is ‘'boss” of the ny 
shire grain trade, belongs essentially to 
the whole county, and can not be men- 
tioned at a fitter time than when we are 
passing from the northern to the south- 
ern portion of it. 

If South Shropshire contains no town 
quite so famous as Shrewsbury and no 
great ruined city like Uriconium, it is in 
a general way much the more interesting 
half of the county. To begin with, its 
scenery is more diversified. The plain 
on which we looked from the north side 
of the Wrekin, extends but a little way 
southward of the hill before its western 
portion is intruded upon by a numberof 
almost parallel ranges which divide it 
into a series of narrow and very pictur- 
esque valleys. To the southeast, where 
the plain merges into the wide valley of 
the Severn, the view is even more ex- 
tensive than on the northern side; reach- 
ing, it is said, on clear days to the Berk- 
shire downs some 65 miles distant. 
That is a long distance for England, 
for it must be remembered that in the 
British Islands we have not the clear, 
bright atmosphere which favors exten- 
sive prospects. Then, in addition to ite 
pretty scenery, the southern half of 
Salop possesses attractions in the shape 
of castles, abbeys, curious country 
uses and quaint little water-mills 
sufficient to stock a dozen ordinary dis- 
tricts of the same size. 
et us now,as in the former case, 
‘agine ourselves standing on the 
ekin, but this time facing southwards 
m beside a huge boulder known as 

‘'Bladder” stone—a Salopian ren- 

ing of the name of the Scandinavian 
ni-god Balder, with whose worship it 
supposed to have been connected.

/f the valleys between these ranges 
aid the little towns which lie among 
and beyond them I hope to have some- 
thing to say later; dealing only at pres- 
eit with what may be legitimately con- 

lered within sightof the Wrekin. Be-

inning at the extreme right, not far 
rom the foot of the Stiper Stones, we 
see the small town of Minsterley, and 
between us and it the mill of Hogstow; 
a name undoubtedly derived from the 
early connection of the neighborhood— 
and probably of the mill itself—with the 
unclean quadruped which figures so 
largely in the trade of Chicago. In 
Saxon and early Norman times Shrop- 
shire went in greatly — =. Nota 
few tenants had their holdings condi- 
pce on reserving a certain amount 
of woodland for their landlord’s swine, 
which grew fat on the acorns and roots. 
The mill farms seem to have been the 
chief breeding establishments. Lidum 
—a mill mentioned in Doomsday Book, 
but all later knowledge of which ap- 
pears to have been forgotten—paid its 
rent in ‘tone hog pigge and eleven 
leagues(?) of woods.’’ The Hogstow 
mill is not mentioned in old chronicles, 
but probably existed in Saxon times 
under some other name. For many 
generations the tenancy has been con- 
tinuous in the family of the present 
miller; and at one time there were 
Blakemores representing four genera- 
tions living in the mill house; the sen- 
ior of the party being a fine old gentle- 
man who survived to the patriarchal 
age of 101 years. In the year 1811 a curi- 
éus incident occurred. A waterspout 
broke over the Stiper Stones, and a 
wave many feet in height came down 
the Hogstow brook, flooding the mill 
house up to the face of an old grandfa- 
ther’s clock which stood in the kitch- 
en.#A baby which had been left asleep 
in another room was given up as inevit- 


ably drowned; but, happily, was found 
still asleep floating about in its wooden 
cradle. 

The present mill, which is about 150 
years old, is driven by two wooden over- 
shot wheels. There are several other 
little mills in the Mages yr | {including 
the distant successor of the Longnor 
mill mentioned in connection with 
Haughmond Abbey) but none are of 
very special interest. But at Frodesley, 
about two miles from Longnor is a curi- 
ous old hunting Tfodge, not so interesting 
from its picturesqueness of appearance 
as from-its singular situation; perched 
on the top of a hill of almost sugar-loaf 
shape. What object a man could have 
in so locating an otherwise desirable 
dwelling it is difficult to imagine. Per- 
haps he was like the Manx priest of 
whom it is recorded, 


“There was an old priest at Molew, 
Who liked to enjoy a good view, 

So he preached from a stool 

On the top of Barrule, 
But his hearers were painfully few.” 

To the left of Longnor and almost in 
a direct line between the Wrekin and 
the Long Mynd is the beautiful old 
ruined castle of Acton Burnell. Why it 
should have been allowed to become a 
ruin it is not easy to understand; as 
some parts of it seem to be in a compar- 
atively good state of preservation. 
Close to the ivy-covered tower, seen to 
the right in the photograph, will be 
noticed a tall tree with bare trunk and 
spreading top. This is a cedar which 
has departed from the usual manner of 
growth of its kind, and instead of de- 
veloping breadth, has sprung to the 
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height of 100 feet. Near the castle is the 
Roman Catholic graveyard, in which 
there is a noted Calvary. 

Near Acton Burnell is a curious, nar- 
row, paved road called the Devil’s 
Causeway, said to have been paved b 
His Satanic Majesty in a single night. 
There still exists a tradition that the 
gentleman in question, adorned with 
cow’s horns, hoofs and tail, is to be met 
there at midnight riding a white horse. 
If the individual meeting him is bent 
on a good errand he is allowed to pass 
unmolested, but if on an evil one the 
rider carries him off. The fact that 
nobody within living memory has seen 
the apparition would seem to imply that 
midnight errands in the neighborhood 
are not of so undoubtedly virtuous a 
character as to lead those undertaking 
them to choose the causeway as their 
road. Let us hope the implication is 
wrong and that the real reason is that 
so few evil-doers were to be picked up 
that the proprietor did not find it wort 
his while to continue the business. 

A little to the left of Acton Burnell is 
Church Preen, where once was a noted 
hermitage; used as a place of retirement 
for the monks of Wenlock Abbey, when 
they found solitude desirable. The 
oy oe | contains a big yew tree 
which disputes with the one at Twyford 
{shown in the Northwestern Miller of 
Oct. 16, 1901] the honor of being the 
largest churchyard yew in the United 
Kingdom. This at Church Preen is a fe- 
male tree, and is said to present a very 
beautiful appearance when in flower. 

Nearer to the Wrekin than Church 
Preen is the village of Leighton, where 
there is a mill which possesses a double 
iriterest. wee ge | t is chiefly notice- 
able on account of its fine over-shot 
wheel, 40 feet in diameter. Internally, 
it is one of the graveyards of the Buch- 
holtz ‘thuller,’’ the ill-fated machine 
which came into existence only to be 
killed almost immediately by the in- 
vention of rolls. Doubtless most of my 
milling. readers know all about the 
Buchholz ‘thuller.’’ For the informa- 
tion of those who do not, I may say that 
it consisted of a cylinder lined with an 
infinite number of small knives, set so 
close together as to present almost the 
appearance of a series of broad files, 
with a core similarly covered. Between 
core and shell the wheat, passed, the 
bran being ‘‘filed” off into a snuff-like 
meal, and the berry reduced to some- 
thing like pearl barley before going on 
to the millstones. The system produced 
grand flour for those days, but had seri- 
ous drawbacks as compared with rolls. 
Leighton mill was fitted with it by the 
owner, a wealthy Liverpool banker, as 
a model for the district to follow; and 
as 1 had never heard of the substitution 
of rolls, I had — to report that there, 
at least, the ‘thullers’’ were still work- 
ing. They are still there, but it is many 
years since they were used, as the miil 
no longer turns out flour. 

East of Leighton is Coalbrook Dale

the unesthetic corner of Salop. Close 
to it is another celebrated Shropshire 
abbey, that of Buildwas. It says much 
for the soil of the Wrekin district that 
abbeys and priories were so plentiful; 
for those old monks were shrewd agri- 
culturalists, and when they obtained a 
grant of land, took care it should be of 
the best we eS 

Beyond Buildwas, some _ distance 
across the Severn and at the foot of 
Wenlock Edge, is the town of Much 
Wenlock. It is avery interesting old 
place and contains, besides the ruins of 
the great abbey, any number of interest- 
ing buildings, including a fine old 
church with a tall spire which forms a 
prominent landmark in the district. Of 
the abbey, one small portion remains 
intact; to-wit, the prior’s house, of the 
great beauty of which no photograph 
can give an adequate idea; the many- 
colored lichens and mosses adding so 
much to the effect of the original. The 
monks of Wenlock, like their brethren 
of Haughmond, were great millers, and 
had two mills at Wenlock itself and 
probably others in out-lying places. At 
present there are three little water-mills 
in the vicinity; one of which, Farle 
mill, is undoubtedly very ancient and, 
in the opinion of the Rev. F. R. Ellis, 
the esteemed vicar of Much Wenlock 
may possibly be one of the original 
structures erected by the monks. The 
other two would seem to have been re- 
built at about the same period as Hog- 
stow mill. There is also, close to the 
town, the tower of a windmill, the wings 
of which were blown off ina great gale 
about fifty years ago and never were re- 
placed. 

Northeast of Much Wenlock is what 
must have been a beautiful district be- 
fore coal and iron began to disfigure it. 
Here is Madeley market; and not far 
from it, Broseley, the latter famed from 
time immemorial forthe manufacture of 
the long ‘‘churchwarden”’ pipes which 
the American corn cobs have utterly 
failed to oust from their hold on rustic 
England. Who that has taken shelter in 
an English village inn, and found to his 
diemay that he has left nis pipe at home, 
has not blessed Broseley, as his eye has 
rested on the array of clean white 
*tchurchwardens”’ on the shelf behind 
the bar? There is a fascination about 
the '‘churchwarden”’ pipe which I have 
never seen mentioned among '' Life’s lit- 
tle mysteries,’ but whic certainly 
ought to be so mentioned. Why does a 
man who could at any time buy as many 
as he wished for a mere trifle, but who 
never thinks of smoking one in his own 
quarters, eagerly select one after a 
*t\lodge”’ supper or similar function with 
an appearance of intense delight, albeit 
his favorite briar or meerschaum is re- 

one = his pocket? That while smok- 
ng ithe should assume an air of pro- 
found wisdom and adopt a slow and 
sententious mode of speech quite for- 
eign to his natural character is perhaps 
explainable on traditionary grounds; 
but why he should smoke it at all is, 
and must remain, an enigma. 

From Broseley the Severn is seen run- 
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ning southward with much fewer curves 
and windings than in the earlier part 
of its course; and with a slower current 
as if it, too, had become to some extent 
influenced by the ‘'churchwarden”’ 
solemnity of spirit. The broad valley 
is dotted with frequent church towers 
and villages. There are several small 
water-milis on the tributaries of the 
Severn, and an occasional windmill 
tower is to be seen on the higher ground. 

About seven miles below Broseley is 
the old town of Bridgnorth, with its 
long, many-arched bridge across the 
river. From its situation and the group: 
ing of its buildings Bridgnorth presents 
from a little distance a singularly pic- 
turesque oqpeneses. On nearer ac- 
quaintance the town itself proves slight- 
ly disappointing; perhaps because one 
has expected too much. There is, how- 
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ever, a fine old church; and the main 
street contains some quaint timbered 
houses and a very picturesque old mar- 
ket hall which stands in the middle of 
it. But the bridge is the great feature 
of the place, and the view from it is 
simply charming. Of course it has the 
inevitable gloomy looking mill at one 
end of it. Here is another mystery 
equal to that of the churchwarden pipes. 
Can anyone say why bridge mills 
should almost invariably have that look 
of gloom? They are mostly old-estab- 
lished and peaerweee, but have none of 
the grace which in other cases accom- 
panies old age, and convey for the most 
part a vague, uncomfortable impression 
of a former proprietor having hanged 
himself in one of the oe storys. Of 
course there are exceptions; but they 
are few and far between. 
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But if the mill at Bridgnorth has some- 
thing of the dispiriting look common 
to bridge mills, the same can not be 
said of the little water-mill at Earding- 
ton—locally known as ''The mill in the 
Hole’”’—which forms the subject of the 
final photograph. The arrangements 
for the supply of water seem curiously 
elaborate for so small a place. It is ob- 
vious that the original wheel was of 
comparatively small dimensions and 
driven from the pool; and though the 
change doubtless has been a great im- 

rovement, one would scarcely have 
hought it worth while to make it. The 
millbuilding, like the prior’s house at 
Much Wenlock, is much more effective 
in reality than it 7 to be in the 
photograph, and for the same reason, 
quaint and picturesque as it is, there are 
others in the Shropshire valleys which 
far surpass it in those characteristics. 





Demonstrating Canadian Flour 


W. Hutcheson, M. P., dominion ex 
hibition commissioner, has engaged W. 
Jamieson to go to the Osaka exhibition 
in Japan next year, to bake bread with a 
view to demonstrating the superiority 
of Canadian wheat flour. Wheat bread 
is nota staple article of diet in Japan, 
but the Japanese are a wide-awake peo- 
ple, so it likely will be, and an early en 
trance in the educational campaign 
should bring rich trade results late: 
on. At present, however, wheat bread 
is used in the Japanese navy, and 
there is great dissatisfaction owing 
to the bread becoming stale inside 
of twelve hours. This is due to the faci 
that the flour is made from wheat grown 
onthe American Pacific slope, and is 
vastly inferior to the Canadian wheat 
Mr. Hutcheson — to show in a ver 

ractical way that bread from Manitoba 
No. 1 hard will keep fresh not only 
twelve hours but seventy-five hours i! 
necessary. All the latest appliances in 
bread making will be taken over and an 
effort will be made to reach especially 
the navaland governing authorities.

Forty bucket-shop keepers have been 
enjoined by Judge Humphrey, in the 
United States circuit court for the south 
ern district of Illinois, sitting at Spring- 
field, from ‘‘obtaining, receiving, sell- 
ing or distributing the market quota- 
tions of the Board of Trade of the City 
of Chicago, and from aiding, abbetting 
or assisting others in the taking or dis- 
tributing such mnt ge and the de- 
fendants are ordered to plead or answer 
herein by Jan. 1, 1903.’”” The injunction 
was granted on the bill of the telegraph 
companies, filed early this year, to 
which the bucket shops demurred, the 
demurrer being overruled. 
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THE output of flour by mills generally 
was reduced considerably last week, 
owing Saree, to dull markets and a de- 
sire prevent accumulation so near 
stock-taking time. Minneapolis, Du- 
luth-Superior and Milwaukee mills yo 
duced 335,205 bbls of flour, against 416,- 
740 the week before and 465,945 a a 
ago. Demand was light, probably to 
some extent due to unsettled and ad- 
vanced freight rates and higher prices 
asked. Millfeed is strong under good 
demand; inthe northwest bran prices 
are up from 75c to $l over those of last 
week. Reports on crops in the winter 
wheat belt are favorable generally, and 
the Hessian fly scare seems to have re- 
tired to a seat in the extreme rear. 


Our today’s cables indicate that the 
Glasgow market is very quiet; the ap- 

roach of the holiday season checks 

usiness. Liverpool is steady, with de- 
mand slightly revived, though nearly 
all grades can be had cheaper on spot 
than forshipment. The London market 
is very quiet and hardly any business is 
passing. The Holland market is steady, 
with fair activity. 








READERS Of the Northwestern Miller 
who have been in London will recall the 
numerous shops of the Aerated Bread 
Company in which simple refreshments 
are served by very trim and attractive 
young women clad in ‘'neat black uni- 
formity.’’ There are hundreds of the A. 
B.C. establishments in the great me- 
tropolis, the food in them is clean and 
wholesome and the service is excellent. 
Last year the profits of the Aerated 
were over $360,000. In 
connection with this highly satisfacto- 
ry showing there has been some public 
criticism of the company’s scale of 
wages and it appears that many of the 
attractive waitresses of the A. B. C. re- 
ceive the munificent sum of $2.40 a week, 
from which about forty cents is deduct- 
ed for food by the generous manage- 
ment. It is a principle of the enterprise 
that no tips shall be received, so that the 
young women who serve the A. B.C., 
are deprived of any revenue which an 
appreciative public might otherwise 
fect like contributing to their slender 


store. 


Two dollars a week certainly does not 
seem a large sum to pay for the work 
done, but the chairman of the Aerated 
Bread Company, in refuting the charge 
of niggardliness at the annual meeting, 
explained that the mere weekly wage 
was not all the young women of the ''A. 
B. C.”’ received. The concern made u 
for its pepeseney small pay by a gran 
and altogether stupendous burst of lib- 
erality when its waitresses left its em- 
ploy to be married. On such occasions, 
Which the chairman intimated were ver 
frequent, the great A. B. C. shone fort 
in its true light as the generous friend 
and benefactor of its employees. Its 
unexampled and princely generosity 
took the form of giving the future bride 
not only a small present but a weddin 
cake—a whole wedding cake! Consid- 
ering this fact, the chairman thought 
that the young women did not have 
much to complain of. No wonder that, 
as he stated, ''there was a continuous 
run” upon these wedding cakes. The 
waitress who received during her term 


$2 weekly would doubtless seize upon 
the first opportunity which presented 
itself to obtain the small present and 
above all the splendid wedding cake. 
It must be a great satisfaction to the 
stockholders of the A. B. C. to feel that 
while they are able to pocket a profit 
of. some ,000 a year, there is still 
enough left to endow each and all of the 
waitresses who leave their employ to 
enter the state of matrimony with such 
a substantial and lasting recognition of 
their services as the small present and 
the —_ wedding cake. Corporations 
are said to have no souls, but the A. 
B.C. puts soul and sentiment into its 
wedding gift and surely further criti- 
cism of this generous concern would be 
mere persecution.

ADVERTISING EXPERIENCE, a Chicago 
monthly which, as its title indicates, is 
published in the interest of that grand 
and ennobling ‘'science,”’ adverttsit 7 
and consequently has a very friendly 
feeling for ‘'health foods’’ or any other 
foods which exist by the grace of print- 
er’s ink, recently printed a communica- 
tion from the Northwestern Miller as 
follows: 

The Northwestern Miller has never 
urged millers not to advertise in the 
daily papers, or in any other proper ad- 
vertising mediums. 

The ‘‘fake advertising’? which it has 
warned them against and exposed was 
not cereal food advertising, but bogus 
‘'journals of health” and other write-up 
fakirs. 

It has never attacked cereal foods per 
se, but when some of the manufacturers 
of these foods endeavored in their ad- 
vertising to discredit white flour, the 
Northwestern Miller defended flour and 
exposed the falsity of the claims of cer- 
tain cereal food manufacturers by giv- 
ing the result of scientific tests as to the 
food value of their products compared 
with flour. 

It challenged these manufacturers to 
substantiate the truth of their charges 
against flour, but this challenge has not 
been accepted. 

One ‘‘thealth’” food company adver- 
tises that ‘'faulty bones and teeth, weak 
bodies and minds, are the result of the 
white flour eating practice.”

Against such false and slanderous at-

'tAll hit heavy by the new food craze. 
Went over the other mornin’ and found 
’em at breakfast—grandmother eatin’ 
Blank’s Food, Jinks’ wife tacklin’ 
Dobb’s Cereal and the children divided 
between 10 different brands.”’ 

‘tAnd where was the old man?’’ 

‘tIn the stable, eatin’ a bale o’ hay.’’ 


Ir-‘may interest the various journals 
which have joined in the attempt to de- 
lude and mislead the public, by defend- 
ing the lying} health-food advertisers, 


this, Advertising 
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to learn that the campaign of slander 
against flour has not, so far as can be 
ascertained, resulted in the slightest in- 
road upon the consumption: of that 
standard and well-established article. 
The flour market has its periods of tem- 
porary dullness even as it had them 
years ago before ‘thealth foods’ de- 
signed to supplant flour were crowded 
on the market, but no miller ascribes asa 
reason, the increased use of substitutes. 
The per capita of flour consumption in 
the United States for all one can tell to 
the contrary, remains about the same; 
indeed the experience of the last crop 
year, when export trade was unusually 
light, and the mills ran fully as steadily 
as usual, would indicate that the domes- 
tic consumption had actually increased. 
The showing for one milling center, 
alone, will suffice to demonstrate this 
fact. For the year ending with August, 
1902, the mills of Minneapolis made a 
record for production, the out-turn being 
15,800,000 barrels, one million barrels 
more than the a year. During 
the same time, the exports of flour de- 
clined 800,000 barrels; thus the people of 
the United States consumed 1,800,000 bar- 
rels more of Minneapolis flour during 
the last crop year than during the yd 
revious. Surely if it were possible to 
im-flam the public into displacing 
flour with alleged substitutes by a lib- 
eral use of lying advertising, some 
rogress in this direction should have 
Been made in 1901-2, for the quack food 
eople were unusually busy with their 
falsehood factories and the newspapers 
and magazines bristled with scare-head 
advertisements abusing flour and ad- 
vocating the virtues of Chew-a-chunka 
and Eat-a-bala-hay. If these efforts to 
displace flour by inferior foods, had 
been in the slightest degree effective, 
Minneapolis, the largest flour produc- 
ing city in the world, would have cer- 
tainly felt them and the result would 
have been shown in some other way 
than by an enormous increase in the 
domestic demand. 


In view of such hard, cold facts as 
these an article in a freak magazine on 
‘tthe passing of flour’ is particularly 
amusing. his alleged authority on 
what to put in one’s stomach says, ‘'It 
has been _ scientifically proved that 
white flour has been shorn of nearly all 
of its bone, muscle and brain-making 
material. Very few dietetic students 
will challenge the conclusions of science 
on this subject.’”’” The last statement is 
quite true because ‘tthe conclusions of 
science’”’ are exactly ey to those 

iven by the tin-horn authority quoted. 

t has been scientifically proved over 
and over again that white flour contains 
in the very best form suitable for hu- 
man digestion absolutely all of ‘'the 
bone, muscle and brain-making materi- 
al’? contained in the wheat berry itself, 
and the freak magazine can not quote a 
single reputable and recognized scien- 
tific authority to the contrary. Such 
plain lies as this are properly found in 
a journal which will deliberately for the 
benefit of fake-food advertisers, misstate 
scientific conclusions: ‘tThe manufac- 
turers of white flour are naturally 
thrown into a panic over the decreasing 
consumption of their product.” If any 
traces of panic can be found in the 
neighborhood of the busy flour mills of 
the country or any indication of ‘'the 
passing of flour’ in the increase of 
1,800,000 barrels in the home consump- 
tion of the flour of one city alone, may 
panics and passings of a similar nature 
increase and flourish. But output fig- 
ures and true scientific experiments are 
alike disregarded by journals of this 
sort. 


AN examination of the advertising 
pages of the crank’s own magazine re- 
ferred to, discloses the true reason for 
the faith that is in it. Therein will be 
found not a single, solitary flour mill 
advertisement; but the searcher for 
proper foods to put into his long-suffer- 
ing insides will discover in ample 
measure in these pages the flamboyant 
advertisements of a Battle Crook con- 
cerm which has a food that it recom- 
meunds highly as a cure for insomnia 
and dyspepsia; of a shortening thatisa 
'tsubstitute”’ for lard or butter; a mud- 
bath establishment that is a sure cure 
for rheumatism; a grape juice that is 
not wine; a malt-extract that is not 
beer; an imitation champagne; a ‘'bust 
form” that is ''nature’s only rival;”’ a 
coffee served on buffet-cars, which 
tastes very like slops and many other 
varieties of ‘‘near-foods,’’ substitutes, 
and ‘'better-thans,’”’ among them, of 
course, that pearl of all ‘'health foods,”’ 
the shredded door-mat, with its old, old 
lying statement that ‘'faulty bones and 
teeth, weak bodies and minds are the 
result of the white flour ea‘*ing practice.” 
These are they by whom the freak mag- 
azine is retained. Unable to secure the 
advertising of millers it retaliates in its 
own way and to the extent of its limited 
abilities tries to talk down an industry 
which does not pay it tribute. 


THE WEEKLY NORTHWESTERN MILLER 


THE latest cry of the Postem-Pastem 
outfit is its ‘‘White Flour Starvation 
,000 Experiment’”’ advertisement ot 
which about a hundred samples have 
been clipped from newspapers and sent 
to the Northwestern Miller by various 
readers. It appears that an experi- 
ment station of the United States gov- 
ernment situated in Maine has dared to 
uestion some of the fierce claims of 
these people. This provokes them to 
anger and retaliation and they use a 
very large space in a great number of 
daily newspapers to vindicate them- 
selves. Therein the chemists of the 
Maine station, who have been doing the 
public a great service by exposing the 
pretensions of a lot of the so-called 
‘thealth-foods,’’ are called ‘'tpseudo- 
scientific dabsters” and an alleged bet

What it is they 
are expected to earn their money by 
proving untrue, no sane reader can dis- 
cover by reading the terms of the ''$20,- 
000 experiment;” they are so involved 
inas oppy, meaningless, rubbish-hea 
of vaporings and boastings; so mixe 
up, tangled and tied together. by. con- 
junctions which do not conjoin into sen- 
tences which have no sense that the re- 
sult is a mere maze. of illiteracy and 
rot. Against this vague and hazy prop- 
osition, if these chemists care to depos- 
itan equal sum of $10,000, they may 
have the pleasure of going. Any human 
being who is able to decipher and ex- 
plain the terms of the offer would alone 
deserve the prize offered in this ‘'$20,- 
000 experiment,” yet the advertisers an- 
nounce in the language of the street 
vendor of quack nostrums, ‘'We are at 
home every day, come and seeus. If 
you are a Scientist (?) from Maine brin 
your wallet.’”’ Surely such an argumen 
as this ought to bring conviction to any 
one who is reduced by a steady diet of 
‘thealth foods’ to that stage of utter 
idiocy and feeble-mindedness proper 
and necessary to its comprehension. 
Since the Postem-Pastem ‘outfit is look- 
ing around for a $10,000 trial of strength, 
here is a very simple little proposition 
which is open to it. A few months ago, 
the Northwestern Miller published an 
analysis of its products by Professor 
Snyder. Let a suit for $10,000 damages 
be brought against this publication. - If 
itcan not prove the analysis given to 
be correct to the satisfaction of the court, 
the jury will probably bring in a ver- 
dict for the D! aintiff.

ACCORDING to the Bureau of Statistics 
the exports of flour for November last 
were 1,800,000 barrels, a gain of 100,000 
barrels over November, 1901. For the 
eleven months ending with November, 
the flour exports were 16,110,000 barrels; 
1,500,000 barrels less than for the same 
period last year. This loss, as all mill- 
ers understand, is due to the long prac- 
ticed discrimination in freight rates in 
favor of wheat and against flour for ex- 
port; the effect of which is being slowly 
overcome. If the carriers will only 
keep the two products on a parity, 
American millers will, in time, restore 
the export figures on flour to their nor- 
mal size. The exports of wheat for No- 
vember show a large decrease, gratify- 
ing to exporting millers who know 
thereby that their foreign competitors 
have that much less eheaply carried 
wheat with which to make their so- 
ealled ‘tAmerican’”’ flour. In Novem- 
ber, 1901, the exports of wheat were 13,- 
650,000 bushels; in Novemter, 1902, they 
were 8,800,000 bushels. For the eleven 
months ending with November, 1902, the 
wheat exports were but 120,800,000 bush- 
els, compared with 168,000,000 bushels 
forthe same period last year. Wheat 
exports decreased about 28 per cent; 
flour exports about 8% per cent; rather 
a strong argument in favor of the per- 
manency and continuity of the export 
flour trade. The Northwestern Miller 
hopes that exporting millers will make 
every possible effort to negotiate sales 
abroad; every bag of flour sent across 
the ocean is a missionary for the Amer- 
ican trade and strengthens its position. 








CABLE FROM ARGENTINA

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The flour output of Minneapolis mills 
last week decreased 64,000 bbls. The 
quantity of flour made was 282,855 bbls, 
against 400,505 in 1901 and 208,715 in 1900, 
This week five mills, out of the total of 
twenty-two, are idle. The week’s pro- 
duction will probably approximate 300,- 
000 bbls. The prospect of an advance in 
freight rates of 5c per bbl on Jan.1 is an 
inducement for the mills to temporarily 
run stronger than they would otherwise 
do, in the face of a dull flour market. 

ocal mills appear to have sold rather 
more flour last week than in the pre- 
ceding one. However, that might be the 
case and the showing be one not at all 
satisfactory. To say the least there was 
uite a margin between the output and 
the sales, in favor of the former. No 
doubt the holiday season had some 
bearing with buyers, and they usually 
wanted flour only in comparatively 
small quantities. Even on old orders, 
there was complaint that shipping direc- 
tions were coming in slowly. Some 
millers visiting the east havecome back 
with the impression that stocks of flour 
in second hands is not large, and that 
in January there may be more interest 
shown. A somewhat increased quanti- 
ty of flour was sold abroad during the 
week, though very low prices had to be 
accepted to do the business. Partof the 
flour was at the seaboard. London and 
Glasgow took some patent, but more of 
clear. In fact, nearly all the United 
Kingdom markets were buyers of clear 
to a greater or less extent. Holland took 
only a little of that grade at 8% guild- 
ers. Private advices are that rathera 
stronger tone is developing in London 
and millers are hopeful of being able to 
dispose of a fair quantity of patent in 
that market. 

Prices are a shade stronger for patent 
than a week ago. The range is $3.70@ 
3.85 per 196 in wood. Clear is held at 
$2.45(@2.55 per 196 lbs in jute. 


REPORTS OF OUTSIDE MILLS 


ee reports from 21 northwestern 
mills (outside of Minneapolis and Du- 
luth) with a daily capacity of 21,150 bbls, 
show that in the week ending Dec. 13, 
they made 104,870 bbls of flour, against 
88.910 in the corresponding week in 1901. 
The foreign flour shipments in the same 
week were 19,630 bbls, against 17,995 a 
year ago. 

With the majority of ‘toutside mills,” 
business was very dull last week. In 
isolated cases, a slightly improved do- 
mestic demand was reported, but at 
very low prices. The more numerous 
reports were that a good deal less flour 
was sold than was the output and that 
mills were largely working on old or- 
ders. Some of them were well supplied 
with orders, but shipping directions 
were not coming in as freely as was de- 
sired. Others had about run out of or- 
ders and a curtailed output seemed to 
be or them. In all cases the de- 
mand in local territory about the mills 
was good. Buyers seemed to be im- 
bued with a bearish sentiment to an ex- 
ceptional extent, especially in view of 
the pronounced strength of wheat. This 
in part is chargeable to the approach of 
the holiday season. 

The common experience was that it 
was impossible to sell flour abroad, es- 

ecially patent. Though an increasing 
nguiry was noted in some instances, 
bids were 9d@2s too low for acceptance. 
Mills are disposed to strain a point to 
do business, but the difference was too 
Es to be even in part overcome. 
Mills keep their clears well sold, but 
with patent going slowly, they have to 
be careful to book orders for these 
grades only in ratio as is patent dis- 
posed of. 
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Millfeed was in improved demand 
with all mills at bigher prices. . 
Northwestern mills merally will

They will bill all flour out of Minneap- 
olis until Jan. 1on the basis of 22%c on 
export shipments and 25¢c on domestic 
and demand their regular proportion of 
these rates to Chicago, 7%c on export 
and 8.8c on domestic. The Minneapolis- 
Chicago roads have also sharply raised 
the issue as to their right to issue tariffs 
on products originating in their own 
territory, and will insist that, since this 
has always been their prerogative, upon 
its continuing to be.

resent, agents of eastern lines refuse 
o issue bills of lading or rate flour, and 
the millers have to go direct to the local 
roads for this, which is contrary to the 
usual custom. 


ABOUT WHEAT 


The increase of 2,110,000 bus in the 

visible supply for the week was a bear 
feature that made an impression. 
, The combined receipts of wheat at 
Minneapolis and Duluth last week were 
4,042 cars, against 5,290 in the preceding 
week and 4,519 in 1901. 

The Pioneer Steel Elevator Co. (a Van 
Dusen house), has bonded a hundred 
thousand bushel tank in which to store 
Canadian wheat coming here in bond. 

Since the close of lake navigation, bet- 
ter prices have been paid at inneapo- 
lis for cash wheat than at Duluth, and 
this accounts for the relatively larger 
receipts at Minneapolis. 

The attention of the trade is at present 
directed toward Argentina and its woes 
Harvesting is now under ben and cable 
reports indicate that unsettled and un- 
favorable weather is being experienced. 
Early indications were favorable for a 
large wheat crop. 

Since Sept. 20, when the stock of wheat 
at Minneapolis was at low point—1,083,- 
000—it has increased 9,884,737 bus, now 
being 10,968,080, compared with 14,211,000 
a year ago, and 16,554,000 in 1900. The 
aggregate stock of wheat now in Minne- 
apolis and Duluth is 14,322,000, against 
22,350,000 in 1901.

More than usual interest attaches to 
what showing country elevator stocks 
will make on Jan.1. Grain men who 
have made some investigation say that 
a decrease of 1,000,000 to 1,500,000 is at 
present pointed to. However, the fig- 
ures will vary according as farmers’ de- 
liveries increase or decrease, Or as con- 
ditions may influence the big elevator 
companies to- hold back their grain in 
the country or to ship it to terminal mar- 
kets. 

From various causes, farmers’ deliv- 
eries of wheat in the northwest have de- 
creased considerably in the past two 
weeks, some elevator companies report- 
ing as much as one-half in the north. 
In the south it is much lighter than in 
the north. The movement in the coun- 
try is characterized as from ‘‘light to 
fair.”’? Ability to hold wheat for better 
prices and stormy weather are the causes 
usually assigned for deliveries not being 
larger. Elevator companies operating 
in the north anticipated a rush of wheat 
at this time, but it has not material- 
ized. The widely extended snowstorm 
of Monday is expected to provide good 
sleighing, and that may result in better 
country receipts. 


CEREALS AND FEED 


In the clearances from New York last 
week, there were 6,500 bags of bran for 
Baltic ports. 

In the past week, millfeed has shown 
increasing strength, and prices have 
advanced $1 per ton on bran and mid- 
dlings and 7 on red-dog. The ad- 
vance of 50c per ton in freight rates is 
postponed until Jan. 1, and prices are 
relatively ener for quick shipment 
than for deferred. 


At the present time there is a surplus 
of cash corn, and it is selling around 
4ic per bus, as against 47c afew days 
ago. Local mills have more or less 
corn bought to arrive at old prices, and 
the slump in the market is not the 
pleasantest of conditions for them. 


Cereal millers report all their prod- 
ucts in good demand. The call for 
round feed has lately improved und it 
s selling at full prices. ye flour and 
cornmeal! is in brisk demand. 


The genuine winter weather of the last 
two weeks has considerably accelerated 
the consumption of buckwheat flour, 
and trade is correspondingly improved. 
However, up to date the season has not 
been favorable for buckwheat flour. 


M. W. Savage of Minneapolis, has 
registered the word ''Sukros”’ with the 
patent office as a trade-mark applying 
to feed for stock; used since Nov. 1, 1902. 
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H. L. Klingler, H. J. Klingler & Co. 
Butler, Pa: Buckwheat is so wel 
picked up that itis no longer possible 
to buy any large quantity. The market 
is also bare of flour and the demand has 
been about as steady as we would want 
it. Dealers expected lower prices and 
may get an advance, instead of a de- 
cline. The domestic demand has been 
so good that foreign buyers could do 
very little in the United States this year 
on either grain or flour. It looks now 
as though the supply was not sufficient 
to fill the domestic needs. This will be 
the third year that buckwheat has stead- 
ily advanced and closed at the top. 

Bradstreet’s reports the exports of 
corn from the Atlantic and Gulf ports 
last week at 1,301,000 bus, against 1,151,- 
000 in the preceding week and 278,000 
last year. Aggregate exports since July 
1 have been 4,907,000 bus, against 19,881,- 
000 in 1901, 

The state report makes the crop of IIli- 
nois for 1902 321,000,000 bus, the largest on 
record. Quality, 91 per cent. 

For the season, Argentina has export- 
ed 42,420,000 bus of corn, against 38,860,- 
000 in 1901. 





C. E. French of L. Christian & Co., 
Minneapolis, Dec. 15: The milling sit- 
uation remains without much change 
from the conditions of last week. Dull- 
ness continues in flour. Foreign mar- 
kets take all the clears we can offer, and 
if we could meet their views as to the 
price, would absorb a liberal quantity 
of patent. Domestic sales have been 
rather better with us this week than 
last.

PROTEST AGAINST DUTIES 


A letter has been received by the 
Toronto Board of Trade from the Lon- 
don Flour Trade Association asking the 
assistance of the Canadian grain trade 
in having the British duties on grain 
and flour equalized or taken off alto- 
gether when the next British budget is 
announced in April. 

The London Flour Trade Association 
has sent a circular to Sir Michael Hicks- 
Beach, chancellor of the exchequer, 
complaining of the effect of the British 
war revenue duty which it is figured 
discriminates against flour and by- 
products as compared with wheat to the 
effect of 48 od cent, figured in this way: 
duty on 1 cwt wheat, £1 5s; duty 
on proportionate amount of flour, bran 
ete., £1178; which means that the milled 
articles pay 12s more import than the 
wheat, or 48 per cent. In the circular it 
is asked: ‘'Is it right to upset the busi- 
ness of Canadian and colonial millers 
and that of importers of flour, all of 
whom have invested vast sums of 
money in their businesses under free 
trade principles, and is it good business 
to impost duties in a free trade country 
which are not true in their incidence, 
consequently disturbing trade and giv- 
ing protection to millers in one — of 
the Empire at the expense of those in 
all other parts?”’ 

Itis pointed out that according to 
Board of Trade returns, the imports of 
flour declined during the first seven 
months the duties have been in force 
this year, April to October included, no 
less than 866,298 sacks of 280 lbs each, 
ae a value of more than £1,600,- 
000. 


NOTES

As an outcome of the advance in 
freight rates between Chicago and New 
York an increase in the rates in flour 
from all Ontario points to the eastern 
provinces has been announced by the 
railways to take effect Dec. 17. The ad- 
vance will average about 2c per 100 lbs 
and will affect flour exports via Halifax, 
St. John, Boston, Portland, Philadel- 
phia, Baltimore and New York. There 
will be no advance in local rates on 
flour, which were reduced last month. 


George Bell of Bell Bros., flour mill- 
ers, Erin, last week had an almost mi- 
raculous escape. His coat caught ona 
shaft making 212 revolutions a minute, 
and he was whirled around until de- 
nuded of his clothing except his collar 
and boots. Bell was found in that con- 
dition lying unconscious in a wheat bin 
near the shaft. It was thought he was 
dead, but shortly after being discovered 
he regained consciousness and was 
found to have received only a few 
bruises and scratches, though sufferin 
from the shock. Mr. Bell remembere 
nothing of his experience except the 
first revolution.

It has been ney agreed that 
there will be no further opportunity dur- 
ing the ig pov session of Congress to 
revive the London dock bill. The de- 
feat of last week, brought about by 
treachery, has settled the question for 
the present. Itis true that the Senate 
bill, which passed that body during the 
last session, is still in the custody of 
the House committee on interstate and 
foreign commerce, but there will be dif- 
ficulty in having it favorably reported, 
and more difficulty still in securing 
time for its consideration in the House. 
The ~ no doubt conceives that he 
has fulfilled his promise in permitting 
the bill to come up last week. The de- 
bate lasted for an entire day. The 
pressure of routine public business, ap- 
propriation bills, etc., will consume 
practically all of the time after the holi- 
days, and the Speaker would probably 
feel justified in refusing again to give 
the billa day. Todoso, he would ar- 
gue, would be unfair to other bills which 
are clamorous for recognition. 

This being the case, the dock proposi- 
tion must be presented anew in the 58th 
Congress, which meets next year. The 
bill must be introduced againin each 
house, go to an appropriate committee— 
the committee on commerce in the Sen- 
ate, the committee on interstate and for- 
eign commerce in the House. There 
will probably be public hearings, the 
friends and enemies of the bill stating 
their'views: then will come the fight in 
the committees on the question whether 
to make favorable. reports. 

Last session the millers won in both 
committees. The Senate passed the bill 
after it had come from the commerce 
committee, and the House committee re- 
ported favorably its own bill, which was 
a duplicate of the Senate bill. On the 
floor of the Senate, Mr. Nelson of Min- 
nesota probably again will bestir him- 
self to secure a vote, and probably the 
Senate again will pass the bill. The 
trouble will come in the House, as has 
been the case this session. 

A good deal will depend on the 
strength of the interests demanding the 
ney of the bill. It is not known 

ere whether the millers are proposing 
to go it alone or not; certainly, how- 
ever, they would not again tie them- 
selves up with the southern export lum- 
bermen. They may, however, find other 
export interests to stand with them. 
The strongest argument against the 
bill this year was the fact that the flour 
millers were practically alone in de- 
manding its passage, and it was made 
with telling effect after the withdrawal 
of the lumber interests. It would prob- 
ably be well, therefore, if the flour mill- 
ers were reinforced by other exporters 
when the bill comes before Congress 
again. 

The understanding is very general 
here that the southern lumbermen have 
received some valuable consideration 
from the ——— companies for 
abandoning the fight at the critical 
moment. he withdrawal would not 
have imperiled the bill had it come 
three months ago, orin time to permit 
the flour millers to recover from the ef- 
fects of it. 

Representative Tawney of ! Minnesota 
made a strong fight on the floor of the 
House, but he felt from the start of the 
debate that it was to be a losing fight. 
For instance it was not known to his 
side that the packing interests of Chica- 
go had withdrawn their support until 
the debate had proceeded for more than 
an hour. Mr. Tawney, in his opening 
address in favorof the bill, had read 
the names of boards of trade, chambers 
of commerce and others who were favor- 
ing the abolition of the iniquitous Lon- 
don landing clause, among them the 
names of the big packers of Chicago. 
At this point Representative Mann, 
from one of the Chicago districts, arose 
and asked Mr. Tawney if he were sure 
tiiat the packers were in favor of the 
bill. Later, when Mr. Mann made a 
speech against the bill, he read letters 
and telegrams from these packers show- 
ing that they, too, had been '' picked off” 
by the steamship companies. 

Thus it was that the bill was hit right 
and left from the time Cougress 
convened, Dec. 1, to the close of the 
debate, Dec. 9. As soon as the south- 
ern lumbermen withdrew their sup- 
port, the shipping lobby began to 
work with those southern members of 
Congress who theretofore had been de- 
fending the bill, and turned almost a 
dozen of them. Five votes were made 
from Louisiana, votes which had been 
definitely pledged to Mr. Tawney in the 
last session. Similarly, the Chicago 
representatives favored the bill so long 
as the packing houses wanted it, but as 
soon as these withdrew, turned about 
and opposed it. 

It is wonderful in the face of this sit- 
uation, that the vote was so close, there 
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being a difference of only five votes be- 
tween the two sides. Had the bill been 
defeated by twenty or thirty votes, no- 
body would have thought it strange, 
under the circumstances, The inherent 
fairness of the proposition to abolish the 
landing clause was strikingly shown in 
the roll call. Had the bill possessed no 
merit, its support would have melted 
away under the fierce assaults made up- 
on it by the shipping combine. 

The day Congress met, it was known 
that the bill was in trouble. Represent- 
ative F. C. Stevens of St. Paul, who 
had been working with Mr. Tawney in 
—— of if, said to the Northwestern 
Miller representative on that Sr, 

‘tI very much fear that the bill is de- 
feated. At the close of the last session, 
members were tumbling over one an- 
other to help us. The bill would have 
— by a large margin could it have 

een got up then. As soon asI arrived 
in Washington, yesterday, I began to 
see that we were in trouble. Things 
were no longer coming our way. Mem- 
bers who last session were he ping us, 
were either lukewarm or actively oppos- 
ing. It was uphill work getting even a 
— member to say he would vote 
with us. Mr. Tawney saw the same 
thing, and it was apparent early that we 
had lost much valuable ground during 
the Congressional recess.”’ 

This was before the lumbermen had 
withdrawn. When notice of that with- 
drawal came, the friends of the bill 
knew that their case was lost, but they 
stood by their guns like men and went 
down with colors flying. 

There are reasons for believing that 
the interests opposing the bill tried to 
give Mr. i as much trouble as 
they could in his fight in his district 
last summer for renomination. In 
other districts, also, they are believed 
to have shown their hand. 


DEPARTMENT OF COMMERCE BILL 


Hearings before the interstate and for- 
eign committee of the House on the de- 
partment of commerce bill, are progress- 
ing favorably, and the bill should be re- 
ported before many days. At the latest 
—this being the last day before the holi- 
day recess—the bill should come from 
the committee with a favorable report 
shortly after the first of the year. The 
delay in the House committee is due to 
the fact that that committee is licking 
the bill into satisfactory shape. Noth- 
ing of that sort was undertaken in the 
Senate, where it originated. Senator 
Nelson introduced it,and the Senate 
passed it with few amendments. 

The House committee is taking up the 
several objections to the bill—these are 
merely as to the bill’s scope, and do not 
go to the general proposition of whether 
the new department should be created— 
and one by one passing upon them. In 
this work itis being assisted by a rep- 
resentative from each one of the present 
executive departments, named by the 
President. In this multiplicity of coun- 
sel there will be wisdom, and the bill as 
finally submitted to the House will be 
in such shape as to secure favorable ac- 
tion at an early day. 

It is probably the intention of the 
House committee not to make the new 
department so large as Senator Nelson 
originally suggested. It will make it 
comparatively small, and leave the 
future to determine all questions of en- 
largement. Should experience require, 
it will be an easy matter, at any future 
session of Congress, to extend the scope 
of the department. 

President Roosevelt, in discussing the 
trusts in his message to Congress, said 
some significant things about the part 
the new department should play in the 
solution of the trust problem. He thinks 
that in time the department will come 
into such close relationship with these 
interests as to make it easy for the goy- 
ernment to arrive at the correct solution 
of the problem. It is evidently his idea 
that the new department is from the very 
beginning to be one of the most impor- 
tant in the Cabinet. 

The department of labor will not be 
included init. It is possible, however, 
that the bill of immigration will be. 
Frank P. Sargeant, commissioner of 
immigration, has requested that his 
bureau be transferred from the customs 
bureau of the treasury department to the 
new department of commerce, giving as 
a reason that the immigration laws 
could then be much better enforced than 
at present. The customs officials have 
great difficulty in attending to their reg- 
ular duties and, at the same time, seeing 
that the immigration laws are not vio- 
lated. Presumably, Mr. Sargeant’s re- 
quest will be granted. 

As to whether this, that or the other 
minor bureau shall be included, how- 
ever, there is no public interest, nor will 
their inclusion or exclusion affect the 
bili in the slightest degree. 


RECIPROCITY CONVENTIONS INEFFECTIVE 


The reciprocity convention in Detroit 
may do something in the way of crystal- 


lizing and emphasizing public senti- 
ment regarding this question, but prob- 
ably it will not affect Congress or the 
state department directly. The state de- 
partment, with which and not with Con- 
gress all reciprocity conventions must 
originate, has definitely decided that it 
will have nothing more to say or do re- 
garding the drafting of treaties until 
there is some indication that the Senate 
will be disposed to look with favor on 
the subject as a whole. 

At present the overwhelming senti- 
ment of that body is against reciprocity. 
For several years it has had pigeon- 
holed ten or a dozen reciprocity treaties, 
and,.from present indications will refuse 
to have anything to do with them. So 
long as this is the situation, the state 
department probably is justified in say- 
ing that it is useless for the treaty-mak- 
ing power to waste its time in preparing 
others. The trouble with rig ote f 
as a practical proposition, is found in 
the special interests that are affected by 
itin all parts of the coufttry. For in- 
stance, if millions and millions of capi- 
tal were invested in knit goods manufac- 
tories in Minnesota, employing thou- 
sands of expert mechanics and skilled 
laborers, that state would beas strongly 
opposed to the French reciprocity treaty 
as Massachusetts now is; and similarly, 
if Minnesota had millions invested in 
profitable orange groves, it probabl 
would oppose the reciprocity treaty wit 
Jamaica as strongly as California is 
now opposing it; and the sturdy oppo- 
sition of the senators from any one state 
would defeat any treaty of this char- 
acter. 

When we bring reciprocity, with the 
strength of these special interests, di- 
rectly home, we are able to see how im- 
portant the opposition of the Senate is 
to the treaties now pending, and why 
the state department does not feel en- 
couraged to draft any more of them. It 
is because Minnesota and the northwest 
have none of these special interests that 
reciprocity is so strongly and universal- 
ly favored there. 

Before anything can be done toward 
reciprocity with Canada, the state de- 

artment must prepare a treaty, in con-

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The output of flour last week was 29,- 
150 bbls, a slight decrease, compared 
with the week before, owing to one mill 
being idle one day on account of the 
possibilities of damage from a fire which 
occurred near ye A year ago the mills 
produced 24,600 bbls. 

This market continues quiet, both for 
buyers of flour and millers, Asa rule 
flour values are 10@l5c higher than a 
week ago, which, to a certain extent, 
has checked business, with a certain 
class of buyers. However, it is doubt- 
ful if the aggregate number of orders 
would have increased had the flour quo- 
tations remained the same as they were, 
for buyers generally are i emagerg er | 
any offers, and the disposition of bot 
buyer and seller is to wait until after 
the first of the year. In other words, the 
trade is in a waiting condition. Offers 
from abroad are far too low for the ex- 
porters or millers to accept. 

The few sales effected were to the cen- 
tral and eastern states, though it is cer- 
tain that the total number booked did 
not equal the amount of flour made. 
The city millers are asking from $3.40 to 
3.45 bulk for first patents, which offers 
are 10c and lic over those of last week. 
Northern millers, for standard patents, 
are asking $3.50@3.65 bulk. In sections 
where there appears to be sufficient lo- 
cal wheat for milling, some of the mill- 
ers have not marked their prices up to 
exceed five cents, and one or two firms 
that have recently come into this mar- 
ket are offering their first patent at $3.50 
jute, 

Hard winters are to be had at $3.40@ 
3.45, and soft winters at about the same 
value, ‘ 

The Minneapolis brands, instead of 
advancing, have shown weakness and 
are to be had all the way from $4 to 
$4.20, the latter quotations being obtained 
in few instances. 

Very little flour, so far, has moved 
from Chicago on the new rates which 
went into effect Dec. 8, and millers, as a 
rule, are very much disappointed at not 
receiving the favor shown millers in 
the northwest by the extension of time 
when the new rates shall be in force. 

Feed values have advanced 25@50c a 
ton, and the demand is greatly im- 
proved compared with that of the last 
two or three weeks. It is possible that 
from now on until after the first of the 
year the production of flour here will be 
decreased, owing to the millers being 
well caught up with their orders. 

* * 

Occasionally a complaint is heard re- 
garding the terms of sale made on cer- 
tain lots of flour. The buyer under- 
stands the payment is to be arrival 
draft or in ten days, while the agent has 
his own views regarding the sale. A 
short time ago a salesman was dis- 
charged, ciaeg | to his conception of or- 
ders or sales of flour and what proved 
to be only a one-sided affair wherein the 
buyer was merely thinking of placing 
an order. In Chicago there are a few 
millers’ agents who makea complete 
written agreement when their sales are 
made which, according to the best of 
authority, should be carried out in 
every instance, especially for round 
lots. A miller who recently engaged a 
salesman here for the sale of his goods 
emphatically demanded that where a 
sale is closed a written order be made 
covering the amount sold, price, terms 
of sale and delivery, to be signed by the 
buyer, a carbon to be left with him, one 
retained by the agent and the original 
forwarded to the mill. Upon receipt of 
he order a confirmation would be sent 
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the buyer. While this subject and way 
of doing business is not new to most 
millers or their agents, there are many 
who, for some reason or other, have 
failed to adopt it..

A Minnesota miller whose mill is lo- 
eated near Minneapolis was in Chica- 
go a few days ago to arrange for the sale 
of his flourin this market. While go- 
ing over the details, as regards the ac- 
counts wanted, the miller informed his 
agent that he did not want to offer his 
flour to Messrs. So-and-So, because the 
buyer for the firm in question could not 
tell the difference between rye feed and 
the finest grades of spring patent. ''I 
was convinced of this a few months 
ago,’”? remarked the miller, ‘tin a very 
forcible way. I had, at that time, a very 
fancy patent flour I covld not sell so 
freely as I desired, so decided I would 
offer it to Messrs. So-and-So. I did this 
and placed a fair valuation on it. In a 
short time I was advised by the buyer 
that my flour was not the grade wanted, 
but if I could produce a flour equal to 
———— of Minneapolis a good sale in 
Chicago could be found for it. I hap- 
pened to be in Minneapolis a day or two 
after the arrival of my reply from the 
Chicago buyer mentioned and I bought, 
at retail, a 25-lb sack of the flour which 
was considered so excellent by the Chi- 
cago dealer, and took it home with me. 
Arriving there I placed a fair amount of 
it in one of my sample sacks and sent it 
to Chicago and wrote the buyer that I 
had changed the run of my mill and 
could offer flour like the sample submit- 
ted at all times. Thereply received was 
that the sample offered was too poor for 
acceptance. It baked out poorly and 
was not wanted at any price.”’ 

* 

Bucket-shop men from St. Louis, Kan- 
sas City, Cincinnati, Minneapolis and 
other cities have visited Chicago within 
the last week to arrange, it is under- 
stood, with the open board of trade to 
supply its quotations, as made by that 
organization, to all members whether 
they be pony age operators or not. 
Ten days or two weeks ago the Chicago 
Board of Trade cut off its quotations to 
the open board because, it is claimed, 
the quotations were being given out in 
violation to its rule. 

The open board in its contract agreed 
not to give out the quotations or to per- 
mit any person to trade in puts and calls 
within its hall, and it is said this has 
been done. When the open board found 
there were no quotations to be had its 
members immediately began an inde- 
pendent arrangement to formulate its 
own quotations and work along inde- 
pendent lines. At that time its member- 
ships were listed at $250. With a sudden 
flurry due to the proposals of the open 
board, there has sprung up a demand for 
memberships and the price has ad- 
vanced to $800. 

President Albertson of the open board 
denies that there is any intention of that 
association or its members to work with 
bucket-shops, though he does say his 
board intends to expand and give out 
its quotations independent of the Board 
of Trade. Little interest is being taken 
in the matter by Board of Trade mem- 
bers, for they do not look forward to any 
great amount of damage or anticipate 
any loss of membership, even should 
the open board arrange wire service and 


° offer regular quotations.

The total made 
was 31,225 bbls. 

The capacity of the corn mill at Dan- 
ville, I1l., formerly owned and operated 
by M. W. Wright & Co., but now by the 
American Hominy Co., is to be in- 
creased. An order was placed Wednes- 
day with the Allis-Chalmers Co. fora 
line of new machinery. 

H.H. King of the Sheffield-King Mill- 
ing Co. stopped over in Chicago a few 
hours Saturday on his way home from 
eastern markets where he has been on 
a business trip. He says that trade was 
good, and expected a good demand for 
flour ater the holidays. 

The city mills are very fortunate in 
having contracts for the supply of steam 
coal, for it is not only higher in price 
now than when the contracts were made, 
but is scarce. Some manufacturers are 
meeting with much trouble on account 
of the lack of sufficient fuel for their 
needs. 

A train of 38 cars of flour left the North- 
ern mill early last Sunday morning des- 
tined to New York City and Boston via 
the Pennsylvania road. The train was 
to go through without a break. The 
cars were all placarded to show who 
made the flour contained therein. 

The Eckhart & Swan Milling Co. is 
installing some new machines, includ- 
ing a Nordyke & Marmon sifter, Prinz 


& Rau scourer, etc., with a view of in- 
creasing its capacity. Mr. Eckhart, in 
speaking of the possibilities of a larger 
mill, said late in the week that he had 
two plans under consideration. 


Frank H. Blodgett, president of the 
Blodgett Milling Co., Janesville, Wis., 
was here early in the week. Speaking 
of conditions of trade in rye and buck- 
wheat flour he said they were first rate. 
Their mill was started late in August 
for a steady run and has been in opera- 
tion about 100 days without a shut-down.

Mr. Johnson will 
leave Chicago this week for Minneapo- 
lis, where he will engage an office and 
make that-city his headquarters for the 
sale of machinery through to the coast, 
including Chicago and Wisconsin in his 
territory. One of the new Mitchell air 
belt separators has just been placed in 
the Eckhart & Swan mill and will be in 
operation this week. 

Power was orm the Chicago Board of 
Trade Thursday, by Judge Adams in 
the appellate court, to investigate the 
charges filed in connection with the case 
between two grain concerns, the McNeil 
Grain Co. of Sioux City, Iowa, and the 
Weare Commission Co. of this city.

Last week the Milwaukee flour mar- 
ket was stronger and at the close an ad- 
vance of about five cents a barrel was 
established for all grades, due to the ad- 
vance in freight rates eastward and the 
rise in wheat, which closed about 2c 
higher than the preceding week. The ad- 
vance in grain and freight rates checked 
business, however, and Milwaukee mill- 
ers reduced their output materially, two 
mills being shut down during the entire 
week and another ceasing operations on 
Thursday night. At the close $3.85@3.95 
was the range generally quoted for hard 
spring wheat patents in wood, with 
sacked 20c less, but some of the millers 
were asking $4 for their product. 

Trade was almost ata standstill dur- 
ing the greater part of the week. Eu- 
ropean bids were below the views of 
local millers, while the close proximity 
of the holidays caused domestic buyers 
to restrict their purchases. Little activ- 
ity in the market is anticipated until aft- 
er Jan. 1, though some of the millers be- 
lieve if the strength in wheat continues 
buyers will become apprehensive of still 
higher markets after the holidays and 
will begin to replenish their depleted 
stocks without further delay. 

Low grades and clears sold the most 
readily, while patents moved rather 
slowly, but millers were inclined to re- 
strict their sales of inferior grades, on 
which they were sold away ahead of 
production. 

The output in Milwaukee last week 
was considerably reduced, the total for 
the six days being 24,750 bbls, against 
37,650 the week preceding, 47,550 last 
year and 38,160 in 1900. 

The movement of flour was smaller 
than inthe previous week, receipts be- 
ing 45,175 bbls, against 130,325 the week 

receding and 26,075 last year, and since 
San. 1 were 3,536,940 bbls, against 2,872,- 
655 the same time in 1901. 

Shipments for the week were 135,940 
bbls, against 158,840 the week before and 
71,160 last gel and since Jan. 1 were 
4,228,514 bbls, against 3,943,703 in 1901. 
Of the quantity shipped eastward last 
week, 20,290 bbls went by rail, 21,870 
across the the lake, and 93,770 to Buf- 
falo. 

Shipments of millfeed last Tuesday 
were the largest of the year with the ex- 
ception of nine weeks ago, when the to- 
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tal for one day was 3,866 tons. Phos 344 
shipments were 3,700 tons, of which 3, 
went by lake to Buffalo, 115 across the 
lake and 30 by rail. The total shipments 
for the week were 5,756 tons, against 
6,952 the week preceding, and since Jan. 
1 were 183,382. Receipts for the week 
were 449 tons, against 356 the week be- 
fore, and since Jan. 1 were 32,126.

Rollin F. Allen, for years a miller in 
Fond du Lac, died suddenly of heart dis- 
ease, aged 50 years, at his home Wednes- 
day morning. 

Stocks of flour in Milwaukee are 173,- 
100 bbls, of which 25,600 are at the mills 
and 147,500 awaiting transit, against 
76,100 last year and 91,950 in 1900. 

President McEacbron of the Wisconsin 
State Millers’ Association has suggested 
that the date of the next quarterly. meet- 
ing of that organization be held Jan. 20 
in Milwaukee. A strong effort will be 
made to induce millers to attend the 
meeting. 

William Faist, who retired from busi- 
ness when the Standard Milling Co. 
acquired possession of the Duluth mill 
last summer, had a severe hemorrhage 
last week and is in a critical condition 
at his home in this city. His physicians 
anticipate that he will be able to travel 
at an early day, and he expects to spend 
the winter in Arizona, where he intend- 
ed to go early in the fall, but deferred 
his journey owing to continuous favor- 
able weather. 

The advance in eastward rail rates on 
gee and grain products elicited a great 

eal of opposition from Milwaukee 
millers and shippers last week, a re- 
monstrance being sent to the interstate 
commerce commission by F. H. Madge- 
burg and Robert Eliot,in which they 
charged discrimination on the part of 
eastern roads against Milwaukee ship- 
pers in putting into effect the advance 
of 2c per 100 lbs on freight bound for 
New York and other seaboard points. 
The advance went into effect here and 
in Chicago Dec. 8, and will not become 
effective in Minneapolis and other west- 
ern points until Dec. 22. The objec- 
tions were fruitful of a change in atti- 
tude of the eastern roads, which decided 
on Wednesday to accept their propor- 
tion of the Minneapolis rate on Milwau- 
kee shipments, or 18 3-10c per 100 lbs on 
all-rail shipments, which still gives 
Minneapolis shippers an advantage of 
4-5¢ over Milwaukee millers and ship- 
pers.

W. R. Movius, president Lidgerwood 
(N. D.) Mill Co., Dec. 13: Flour trade 
has not been so rushing this week. We 
have, nevertheless, sold our full output, 
and have sufficient domestic orders to 
keep us busy up to the holidays. We 
have not attempted to work any flour 
for eagers, knowing that prices are too 


low. Wesell all our feed atthe mill 
door now. Wheat receipts continue 
heavy. 
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In the week ended Dec. 13 St. Louis 
mills produced 35,300 bbls, compared 
with 35,400 the week previous. Outside 
mills, the output of which is sold from 
St. Louis, made 37,400 bbls, against 37,- 
500 the week before. 

A firmer feeling in the flour market 
was manifest throughout last week. 
The late advance in freight rates acted 
as a damper for a while, but trade 
livened up after the week had fairly 
opened, though to no remarkable de- 
gree. There is so much room for im- 
provement that business would have to 
reach much larger proportions before 
all concerned would derive any special 
benefit or even feel satisfied. Some of 
the large mills have started on orders 
received and booked last week, but as 
yet the millers who did not keep abreast 
of the situation during the dull period, 
are still talking dull times. 

According to the representative of an 
eastern railroad, some of the export 
millers here were as active in their in- 
quiries for rates for foreign markets as 
at any time since August, which may 
be taken as an indication that foreign- 
ers have resumed buying and have al- 
ready placed some good orders for early 
shipments. The railroads are in no bet- 
ter shape to handle goods now than they 
have been for over a month, but it is 
claimed flour shippers will be given 
every possible consideration and they 
need not fear any serious delay. Domes- 
tic trade, particularly that with the east 
was much better last week, and judging 
from the increase in the number of bids 
received, that quarter is again in the 
market for supplies and gives promise 
of increased activity for this week. 

The millfeed market improved stead- 
ily last week. Eastern shippers held 
out a day or two, believing such action 
would result in sellers becoming alarm- 
ed to the extent that they would attempt 
to force sales by accepting the lower bids 
based on the new rates of freight which 
went into effect at the beginning of the 
week. No such move was made by 
holders, and when it became generally 
known that local supplies were small, 
eastern buyers threw off the mask and 
took everything offered at the prices 
they would noteven consider early in 
the week. 

The southern demand was light, as 
usual, and few orders have been booked 
of late for shipment in that direction. 
However the eastern inquiry is fully up 
to the present local output and little 
country make is finding its way here, 
nor have dealers found it possible to pick 
up any round Jots at country points 
tributary to this market, though numer- 
ous inguiries have been sent out. 

Miliing grades of wheat advanced 
during the week owing to the scarcity 
of offerings. Local mills have not made 
any large purchases recently but ship- 
pers have been taking lots for shipment 
to milling points in Ohio and Indiana 
and besides, the southeastern movement 
did not subside. Added to this ‘l'exas 
mills have come in as buyers, making 
a strong market based on a good legiti- 
mate foundation.

The Oriental liner Indravelli sailed 
yesterday for ports in China and Japan 
with the —— cargo of flour ever 
shipped from the Columbia river. She 
had aboard 54,184 bbls, in addition to 
about 2,000 tons of miscellaneous freight. 
All of this flour had been sold for No- 
vember shipment and was delayed on 
account of an accident to the steamer. 
New orders from the Orient are not com- 
ing in freely, but most of the mills are 
sold so far ahead that practically all of 
the space on the January and February 
steamers has bsen taken, and some en- 
gagements have been made as far ahead 
as March. ; 

The Chinese are slower than the Japa- 
nese to respond to the recent advances 
in prices. The latter have been buying 
in a small way for the last month, but 
the Chinese have come toa halt with 
the belief that lower prices will prevail. 
In this they will be disappointed, as it 
is ym | becoming more difficult to se- 
cure wheat at reasonable prices, and 
further advances are much more proba- 
ble than declines. 

The British ship Matterhorn was 
cleared this afternoon i ey Gifford 
& Co., for Sydney, N. S. W., with 110,000 
bus of wheat valued at $88,000. This is 
the first cargo of wheat ever shipped 
from the Columbia river to the Antip- 
odes, and will be followed before the 
end of the month by three others. One 
of the vessels now loading here for 
Australia, has a capacity of nearly 150- 
000 bus, and the others carry 100,000 bus 
each. 

There is also a good flour demand 
from Australia, and it is reported that 
a steamer will load a mixed cargo here 
for Melbourne and Sydney early in 
January. Freight rates to Australia 
are down to 15s from Portland, and as 
low as lis from San Francisco. This 
enables exporters in this section to get 
into the Australian market on a better 
freight rate than can be secured from 
Atlantic seaboard. 

Consular reports are ayy | to call 
attention to the heavy trade in flour and 
wheat with South Africa and other new 
fields heretofore not invaded to any ex- 
tent by the Pacific coast exporters. 
Some eastern market writers also see in 
this trade something wonderful and, 
through an imperfect understanding of 
the situation, seem impressed with the 
belief that the business is permanent, 
and has resulted in forcing prices at 
coast points above the Chicago market. 

The Bigh prices on the Pacific coast 
are due to the extremely low freight 
rates, wheat now being carried around 
the Horn at less than the cost of operat- 
ing the ships. This is due to the fact 
that there is an insufficient amount of 
business here for one-half of the ships 
that are available, while freights out- 
ward from Europe are improving and 
owners are anxious to get their ships 
back there even if they are forced to 
carry cargo at ballast rates. 

The South African trade is due almost 
wholly to the shortage in the Australian 
crop and when the Antipodes comes 
again to the front as a _ producer, 
the North Pacific will not be in a posi- 
tion to compete with it for the African 
trade. As stated in a previous letter, 
the Orientral trade has been helped by 
the shortage in the Australian crop as 
that country in past seasons has put 
considerable wheat and flour in the 
markets of the Orient in competition 
with Oregon and Washington stock. 
We would like to regard this South 
African trade as permanent, but it is 
not.

Seven inches of rain has fallen in the 
light land district of eastern Washing- 
ton since Nov. 1, and the wheat growers 
are jubilant, as the moisture insures a 
good crop of wheat next year. 

Edward Elsworth & Co. of Buffalo, 
N. Y., have written the mayor of Spo- 
kane, Wash., stating that they intend to 
build a mill of about 10,000-bb1 daily ca- 
pacity at some point in the west, and 
are looking for inducements. 

The machinery for the new mill at 
Colfax, Wash., has arrived and is now 
being put in place. The mill will re- 
place the one burned down several 
months ago and will be ready for oper- 
ation about Jan. 1. It will havea capaci- 
ty of 250 bbls a day. 

The French bark Nantes is loading a 
cargo of barley at the Pacific Coast Ele- 
vator Co.’s wharf for Europe. The 
cargo was sold to San Francisco parties 
who are floating it. The Danish ship 
Christel was cleared last week by Gir- 
vin & Eyre with a full cargo of barley. 

The French bark Lamoriciere, after 
taking on 28,000 bus of wheat at Tacoma 
for ballast, has sailed for Portland 
where she will load about 20,000 bbls 
of flour for South Africa. She is under 
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charter to Balfour, Guthrie & Co., and 
the Portland Flouring Mills Co. wil] 
supply the cargo. 

Eighteen wheat ships carrying over 
two million bushels of grain are at an- 
chor at the mouth of the Columbia river 
awaiting an opportunity to cross out, 
The weather has been unusually heavy 
off the river for over a month. This 
wheat will not figure in the '' quantities 
on passage’’ until the vessels cross out, 
although all of them have cleared at the 
custom house. 

The French bark Daniel, in tow of a 
ete em tug is racing up the coast from 

an Diego in an effort toreach Portland 
before sun-down Dec. 15. She comes un- 
der a high charter rate, and if she saves 
her distance, her owners will be several 
thousand dollars ahead, even after pay- 
ing the tug. Venslly one vessels cio 
not take tugs for such long tows. 

The steamships San Mateo and Robert 
Dollar are this week loading 200,000 bus 
of wheat at Portland for San Francisco. 
The steamers Homer and Alliance also 
have taken down part cargoes of wheat. 
After discharging her present cargo, the 
San Mateo will proceed to Tacoma to 
load a cargo of wheat for San Franciscw. 
Unusually short stocks in California 
have resulted in the purchase of nearly 
a million bushels in Oregon and Wash- 
ington for California shipment. 

Threshing in Morraw county is still 
under = and some of the farmers wil! 
not have their wheat in the sack before 
next ge The cause of the delay is a 
scarcity of machines, which prevented 
the wheat being threshed soon after it 
was cut, and when the machines were 
available the weather was unfavorable. 
The business of wheat growing can be 
studied in all of its stages on eastern 
Oregon farms at the present time, for 
plowing, seeding and threshing are in 
progress simultaneously.

During the last week, one of the mills 
was closed down; having an accumula- 
tion of flour, it took time to make nec- 
essar repairs. Hence the total out- 
put for the week was curtailed and 
amounted to 26,400 bbls, against 27,400 
the week before. The demand was slow, 
and sales probably were about two- 
thirds of the production. One mill was 
fortunate enough to find buyers fora 
little more than its output, but at only a 
small margin of profit. The advance in 
freights has made it necessary to ad- 
vance the selling price of flour, anc 
prospective buyers have been slow to 
follow. Most foreign offers have been 
sixpence and ninepence below asking 
eng and foreign buyers seem firm in 

heir belief that values will soon decline 
to meet their views. 

Millfeed has been in active demand at 
advanced prices of more than enough to 
cover the advance in freights, and mills 
have been able to dispose of more than 
their week’s product. The demand was 
helped by the slow movement of corn. 
For the latter there is active demand 
from New England, with a scarcity of 
cars so that quick shipments command 
better prices than deferred. 

The wheat market shows little ad- 
vance, but is of a holiday character. 
Speculators are inclined to be bullish. 
The demand for cash wheat is decidedly 
slow; fluctuations have been within a 
range of 1yc. The movement is light, 
restricted more or less by the scarcity of 
cars. Receipts were 108 cars, against 15! 
the previous week. mete yA og cent of 
last week’s receipts —— 0. 2, show- 
ing that the best quality wheat is still to 
come forward. 

In store here Dec. 8, there was 931,000 
bus, a decrease of 133,000 from the pre- 
vious week. The decrease was caused 
by millers withdrawing the wheat from 
public elevators. The stocks in store do 
not include millers’ holdings.

Excelsior Mill Co., Yankton, S. D., 
December 13: Grain receipts continue 
light. Fair local demand for both flour 
and offal. Local demand for bran and 
shorts is increasing. 
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Flour trade was still further disturbed 
last week by the unsettled condition of 
freight rates, and on Saturday millers 
were no nearer knowing where they were 
at than they were a week earlier. For- 
cign business is quite impossible under 
existing conditions, and while occasion- 
al small sales are being made they are 
at the great risk of the miller. Hardly 
iny new business is being passed based 
on the new schedule of rates. The un- 
settled condition of rates is best attested 
by the fact that on Saturday it was prac- 
tically impossible to get a quotation to 
a foreign port for this week. The basis 
of cabling was at 20s 6d(@20s 9d from the 
other side and a shilling or more above 
that from this. Foreign buyers showed 
rather more interest in Kansas flours 
during the week, but did not get their 
bids up enough to permit business, A 
singular incident was that of a miller 
who raised two bids exactly one shilling 
in replying to cables from different mar- 
kets, and next morning had prompt ac- 
ceptance from both. 

Eastern domestic trade is also much 
affected by the rate conditions, and bus- 
iness passing is small. A good many 
millers have orders of a local character 
sufficient to carry them along until the 
first of the new ton a Others, less fortu- 
nate, are tread ng along on the thin 
edge, running only on current orders, 
but these come with sufficient regulari- 
ty to enable steady running. About all 
mills are making full time, but it is 
possible that here and there reductions 
will be in order after the strenuous 
efforts to get out flour before the ad- 
vances become effective. 

The Kansas City production was re- 
duced during the week by the idleness 
of one mill; it amounted to 32,100 bbls, 
compared with 37,325 the week previous, 
and 36,450 a year ago. 


MILLING QUALITY OF THIS YEAR’S WHEAT 


Many Kansas millers are puzzled at 
the flour producing qualities of the pres- 
ent crop of wheat. Aside from the old 
wheat, a good deal of which is still 
available, practically all the wheat be- 
ing received and ground by mills over 
a large part of Kansas, is li ht in weight 
and apparently of poor milling quality. 
A good deal that mills are — tests 
less than 55 lbs to the bushel and most 
millers would scorn it. However, in 
milling it shows exceptional qualities 
in flour-producing value. The yields 
are necessarily poor, and many millers 
are using five bushels or near that in the 
making of a barrel of flour. This added 
cost of production is in a measure over- 
come, however, by the considerable sav- 
ing in securing a milling mixture which 
averages, say, three cents below the 
price of No. 2 wheat, on which flour 
prices are essentially based. . 

As for the flour itself, it is sufficient 
that complaints on the score of quality 
are the exception rather than the rule. 
On the contrary, flour made by Kansas 
mills has made an unusually good name 
for itself this year and buyers and con- 
sumers have been well pleased. A 
great many mills have received most 
commendatory letters regarding their 
products, and it is not to be disputed 
that the flour has unusual strength and 
bread-producing qualities. 

Last season’s wheat made ideal family 
flour, but bakers did not take kindly to 
iton account of its starchy character; 
but the flour now being made from the 
hard, dark, but lightweight wheat, ap- 
pears to be giving marked satisfaction. 
Nebraska flours, too, are finding great 
favor, and millers are looking to the 
fields of that state for rescue in case 
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their home wheat supplies fail them 
later in the season.

The con- 
cern will be regularly incorporated and 
will act as buying and distributing 
agent. The Texas millers have hada 
similar plan in operation several years. 

P. J. Stoddard, formerly of the Abi- 
lene (Kansas) Mill & Elevator Co., re- 
turned a week ago from a visit of sever- 
al months with his mother in New York 
state. Hehas not definitely decided if 
he will re-engage in milling in the 
southwest, but probably will do so in 
the spring. Meantime he will assist the 
new Abilene Milling Co. in familiariz- 
ing itself with the trade. 

The R.C. Stone se. Co., Spring- 
field, Mo., the mill of which located at 
Monett was burned several weeks ago, 
announces that it will not rebuild the 
burned plant. Instead, the mill at Re- 

ublic, Mo., will be increased in capac- 
ty to a total of 1,500 bbls. Work on the 
improvements will begin at once and 
will be hurried as rapidly as possible. 
The concern also has a mill at Exeter, 
the entire business being managed from 
Springfield. 

The daily press publishes a remarka- 
ble story to the effect that at a meeting 
of millers at Wichita last Monday not 
less than $10,000 was subscribed to con- 
duct a legal fight against the railways 
of the state on grain and flour rates. Ac- 
cording to the a two hundred mill- 
ers and grain shippers are to subscribe 
$50 each and the best legal counsel is to 
be retained in bringing proceedings in 
state and United States courts witha 
view to testing the td of courts and 
legislatures over railways. A Wichita 
paper gave two columns to an interview 
with a miller in connection with the 
matter. 

The Kansas supreme court last week 
rendered a decision in a preliminary ac- 
tion in an important snit against the 
Santa Fé railway in which the Atchison 
(Kansas) Grain Co. is plaintiff. The 
suit is for $117,000 for alleged vivlation 
of a contract made between the grain 
company and the railway several years 
ago, by which the grain company was 
to enjoy certain privileges in conduct- 
ing its business over the Santa Fé lines. 
All but $17,000 of the amount sued for is 
for damages as a result of the railway’s 
alleged failure to carry out its contract. 
The decision of the supreme court 
struck out all but the $100,000 part of the 
claim and the case is now to be tried on 
its merits for that amount. 


The new mill of the Abilene Milling 
Co. was started last week after several 
annoying delays and will be run stead- 
ily on orders already booked. The mill 
is on the site of the former Abilene 
Mill & Elevator Co.’s mill, and is one 
of the best built and equipped plants in 
Kansas. ys | Glade of Henry Glade 
& Co., owners of the Grand Island (Neb.) 
Roller Mills, is chiefly interested in the 
mill and associated with him are his 
sons and Mrs. Maggie Flenner, widow 
of F. A. Flenner, who was a partner in 
the old mill. H. C. Draver of Draver 
Bros., known as the manufacturers of 
the Draver scroll, is manager of the 
mill along with the sons of Mr. Glade. 
The neem wy! has the advantage of suc- 
ceeding to a large partof the well-estab- 
lished trade of the former company and 
begins business with every assurance 
of success. 


Asa direct result of the enormous 
amountof work being done by railways, 
passenger trains throughout the south- 
west are being greatly delayed and run- 
ning on schedule time is becoming the 
exception rather than the rule. Motive 
power is being worked to its utmost in 
efforts to take care of the great amount 
of freight business, and every possible 
engine is being taken out of the passen- 
ger business. The result is that every 


engine on all roads capable of making 
steam is working every day and the 
overwork appears to be telling on the 
mechanism. The car shortage is also 
interfering with a proper care of freight 
business and becoming more of a handi- 
cap every ag A —— official of 
the principal southwestern road said 
last week that his road could find earn- 
ing business for precisely twice its 
present equipment of box cars, but that 
any material increase in the equipment 
was quite impossible. Other roads are 
in much the same condition. 


A Missouri miller is bewailing a mis- 
fortune that came to him recently as a 
result of the shortage of cars. A car- 
load of agg | machinery came —_ 
his town billed for a certain point in 
Texas. Through his connection with a 
machinery firm he had something to do 
with the transaction which resulted in 
the machinery being ag and by 
virtue of that connection had the car 
stopped at his town, unloaded the ma- 
chinery into his warehouse, and used 
the car for a long-delayed fiour ship- 
ment for which just such a marked car 
was necessary. The machinery was 
not so important as the flour and he 
meant only to hold it for a little time 
until another car could be had. The 
‘tbest laid plans’? went ill with him, 
and while the machinery was in his 
warehouse, the mill, warehouse, and all 
burned.. The machinery was not insured 
and his Se it relieved the rail- 
road of responsibility. While going 
down into his purse for its value he is 
also worrying about his ill fortune. 


Some important southwestern mills 
recently have equipped their furnaces 
with automatic stoking devices, with a 
view of fuel saving, with marked suc- 
cess. The Shellabarger mill put in an 
underfeed stokin device several 
months ago, equipping its three boilers. 
The result has been a marked economy 
in fuel expense as well as something of 
a saving in labor cost in firemen’s pay. 
The device causes practically perfect 
combustion of the cheapest of slack 
coal, and the stacks are nearly smoke- 
less. A Missouri miller has recentl 
attached the same apparatus to his boil- 
ers with similar results. Previous to 
the installation of the stokers, he used 
something like 36 lbs of mine-run coal 
per barrel of flour on steady running, 
and since that time has used an average 
of but 29 lbs of cheap slack, costing at 
the mill 70c per ton less than the mine- 
ran coal, e has not even attached his 
smoke discharge to the stack of the 
power house, the fire being so nearly 
without smoke and the draft a forced 
one supplied by a fan. 


J. L. Loose and John H. Wiles of the 
Loose-Wiles Cracker Co., on their return 
from St. Louis Saturday morning, an- 
nounced their incention of beginning 
work soon on the construction of another 
‘tindependent”’ cracker factory, the new 
one to be located in St. Louis. The big 
factory here, completed two months ago, 
is said to be the most modern in equip- 
ment in the country, and with a similar 
plantin St. Louis, the managers think 
7 will be in position to offer excel- 
lent and successful competition to the 
cracker ‘'trust.’? Several sites in St. 
Louis have been offered and are now 
under consideration. J. 8S. and J. L. 
Loose were cracker bakers here years 
ago and were the chief organizers of the 
present ‘‘trust.”’ Later they sold out 
and were joined in their work of build- 
ing up an ‘'independent’”’ business by 
John H. Wiles, who for many years was 
manager of the Mount Cracker & Candy 
Co. here which was sold to the ''trust”’ 
last year. It is stated that the St. Louis 
factory is to be built for the purpose of 
getting near the trade in the southern 
states, a territory that can not well be 
reached from here. The plant is to cost 
a quarter of a million or more, and it 
is possible that the buildings will be 
erected by the Washington University, 
an institution which recently has been 
making large investments of its endow- 
ment fund in business buildings in St. 
Louis and Kansas City.

Domestic flour trade showed marked 
improvement last week. For the first 
time in weeks the milling situation was 
satisfactory. Mills on Monday began 
running full time on flour, and little 
trouble was had in re. the output of 
upwards of 8,000 bbls. tocks of flour 
which have been accumulating in this 
section were satisfactorily reduced. 
Stocks of wheat are good, millers hav- 
ing heavily replenished them of late. 
Local mills bought eparisety of wheat 
last week. Millis here sold flour at an 
advance of from ten to fifteen cents a 
barrel toward the end of the week. Do- 
mestic flour trade at times showed snap- 
py movement. Mills are firm in their 
vlowe and the market has toned up. 

Further improvement in domestic 
flour trade is certain, chiefly because of 
the high bey of wheat and the strength 
of the wheat market, incidentally, for 
the reason that the time has arrived 
when people need flour, and must buy. 

Early last week red winter No. 2 wheat 
sold at 87c per bu, but as the week ad- 
vanced, it went up to 90c per bu. It is 
now very scarce. Choice red winter is 
selling ata premium. Lower grades of 
wheat are quoted at 84%4@85c per bu. 
The universal belief is that choice red 
winter wheat which advanced in price 
from three to five cents last week with- 
in a short time will be offered at an ad- 
vance of from ten to twelve cents. 

The poeers flour trade, say jobbers, 
shows very little improvement. The 
movement is intermittent and confined 
to small lots. Holiday trade, now com- 
manding the attention of merchants, is 
interfering with flour transactions, and 
the flour trade in this section will not 
improve until after the holidays. All 
expect a large flour business in January. 
An exception must be made of best pat- 
ent, which is selling well. Soft winter 
patent was quoted last week at $3.80; 
straight, $3.45@3.55; clear, $3.10@3.15. 

The best judgment, based on all in- 
formation at hand, is that this will prove 
one of the best, if not the best, year for 
winter flour the southeast has ever ex- 
perienced. The.reason is that people 
are turning from soft winter to hard 
winter flours. 

The situation as to soft wheat flours 
could hardly be worse owing to the bad- 
ly damaged condition of western wheat 
of which much of it is made. I hear, al- 
ready, of one big dealer, south of here, 
who is devoting himself entirely to the 
handling of hard winter flour, medium 

rade, selling it freely at 20c per bbl 
ess than at which soft winter of the 
same grade is offered. 

There was strong demand for millfeed 
last week. Mills in this section are be- 
hind on orders both for shipped stuff 
and bran. This stiffened demand is 
caused by the fact that the cold weather 
prevents pasture feeding of stock. 
Prices are unchanged. Shipped stuff, 
$21/@24 per ton; bran, $18@20 per ton.

Corn went up one cent last week. The 
movement here is fair and confined to 
Tennessee and Kentucky corn. Offer- 
ings are free. Corn sold at 58%c per bu 
in bulk, and at 6lc per buin sacks de- 
livered. Western corn has not appeared 
to ef extent in this territory, as it is 
bringing 1%c more per bu for export 
trade than the southeast offers for it. 
Good strong demand abroad for Ameri- 
can corn has sent up the prices of the 
Tennessee and Kentucky varieties, 
which are not so good in bea 4 as 
western corn, and is ape | the hope 
of very cheap corn in the southeast. The 
movement in cornmeal was strong and 
steady last week at 65c per bu of 48 lbs. 
Mills here run full time on meal which 
grows in demand daily because of ad- 
vancing flour prices. Higher priced 
meal may be expected.

Oats are wanted badly in this section, 
No. 2 mixed being in great demand, but 
there is no movement; first, on account 
of lack of corn; and, second, because 
farmers know of the strong demand and 
are holding the best mixed grade for 
premium prices.

Atlanta, Ga., Dec. 15. 
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The market is firm but not active. It 
is very evident that the mild weather 
which suddenly took the place of the 
brief but seasonable spell of cold that 
prevailed up to the middle of Novem- 
ber, took off the edge of bread eaters’ 
appetites. Jobbing factors complain 
that as soon as the temperature became 
mild, bakers’ orders fell off. At the 
same time, bakers in this city generally 
admit that though business has been 
dull of late, itis far more brisk than at 
this time last year. It would be strange 
if this were not the case, because meat 
of all kinds and vegetables are dear, 
and bread is far and away the cheapest 
food which the mother of a family 
whose household allowance runs on five 
dollars a week, can afford. But inthe 
interest of the flour trade, a return of 
the cold snap is much to be desired. 

As regards the general position of 
American flour in this market, there is 
little to add to the remarks of recent 
correspondence. Jobbing factors are 
possessed by the idea that top spring 
wheat patents are far too dear, and in 
this they only reflect the current opin- 
ions of London bakers. Mankind is 
given to superficial judgments. A little 
knowledge is a dangerous thing, and to 
no branch of human affairs is this more 
applicable than to the conduct of busi- 
ness. Buyers in this market, whether 
factors or bakers, are far too given to 
forming opinions from a hasty perusal 
of general information. For instance, 
London bakers are too prone to judge 
the statistical position of wheat bya 
hasty perusal of some market report in 
a daily or weekly paper, but almost in- 
variably the oracle they consult writes 
with imperfect knowledge, and is 
hardly ever found within the province 
of their own literature. As an instance, 
one enterprising journal, published for 
the exclusive use of bakers, retains the 
services of two writers who are each 
flour factors by profession and who keep 
their readers posted as to the latest ac- 
tual selling prices of every description 
of flour on the London market. It is 
difficult to credit it, but it is a fact that 
many readers of this paper, which has 
a very large circulation, never glance at 
these reports, but take their cue from 
the cables published in the daily papers, 
from Chicago and New York. Of course 
this does not apply to every baker. 

The eonsequence is that bakers, who 
after all are the ultimate buyers of flour 
in this city, are apt to greet the factor 
when he calls on his round, in this fash- 
ion, ‘'You say bags are dear, why 
should that be?” '' Well, American c. i. 
f. prices are very stiff.”’ ‘'That should 
not be, because I’ve read that the world 
has never had such a harvest as this 
year and that La Plata is going to have 
such a crop as was never known.” For 
the factor to explain that cash wheat in 
the northwest is scarce and dear, is 
simply to throw away histime. There 
seems to be no comprehension among 
European buyers of the patent fact that 
top spring wheat patents are milled 
from a wheat which may be relatively 
dear, while other wheats, of quite anoth- 
er kind, are low priced. 

The reluctance among Mark Lane fac- 
tors to take hold of Minneapolis and 
Duluth flour is chiefly due to the fact 
that they find their customers kicking 
at present prices. No doubt the reluc- 
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tance of bakers to pay the current values 
for these flours is not entirely due to 
the price of be spring wheat patents as 
compared wit ndon whites, but is 
also caused by the indifferent quality 
and high price of English country flour. 
It has already been explained why 
London bakers will not use American 
spring wheat flour without some pro- 
ortion of English country. The wet 
Rarvest of this year was a calamity for 
American flour factors inasmuch as it 
took the flavor out of English wheat. 
Harvested dry, this wheat makes flour 
an excellent flavor, but a wet crop 
means the loss of this valuable quality, 
at any rate to a great extent. What 
with this factor and the relative dear- 
ness of spring wheat flour, the stars 
seem to be fighting in their courses 
against American mills. 
here is not much change in the mar- 
ket, but on the whole American flour is 
threepence dearer on the week. The fa- 
vorite brands of Minneapolis are held 
at 24s 9d@25s ex-store, either for imme- 
diate or forward, say December-Janu- 
ary delivery. For one patent brand 
which is in _ favor but is now ver 
scarce, 25s 6d ex-store is asked in Mar 
Lane. Importers tell us that cables are 
coming as strong as ever, and they seem 
to see no chance of c.i.f. prices weaken- 
ing in the immediate future or indeed 
for a long time to come. 


On the spot, all the leading top spring» 


wheat marks are scarce and dear. But, 
owing to the causes already detailed 
demand is languid. Clears arein small 
supply, and find ready buyers; most of 
this class of flour goes to country mills 
where it is often found a good substi- 
tute for choice spring wheat. Today, 
ordinary Minnesota firsts are making 
20s 3d ex-ship, while choice and fancy 
grades are at the usual advance. 

Kansas flour is rather dearer. Cables 
from Kansas mills quote about 21s 6d c. 
i. f., which would mean 23s 6d ex-store, 
including sellers’ commission. 

There is no change this week in Lon- 
don millers’ prices, at least no official 
change, butin the last few days there 
has been a tendency to cut prices in 
some quarters in order to get on with 
business. In some cases, households 
are being delivered to bakers as low as 
23s, but this is exceptional; the average 
price for this grade would be 23s 3d@23s 
6d, while whites are generally sold at 
26s 3d@26s 6d. 

The London miller no doubtis 
the bulk of the business, but to do this, 
he will sometimes cut prices. It must 
not be forgotten that some London mills 
also deal in American flour—in a per- 
fectly legitimate and open manner. Not 
long ago, it was reported that the im- 
porter of a well-known Minneapolis 

atent had sold 15,000 bags to a well- 

nown firm of London millers at 23s 
10d ex-store, when this flour stood at 
24s 6d on the ordinary market terms. 
Some color is lent to this report by the 
grumbles of jobbing factors, several of 
whom have alleged that they are being 
undersold by some London millers on 
this very mark. 

English countrylflour is plentiful in 
London just now, but the quality, as al- 
ready observed, varies very much. 
Bakers even grumble about the quality 
of favorite brands, but some allowance 
must be made for the millers who have 
to put up with deliveries from farmers 
of very unequal value. The range of 
prices for this description of flour is 
still wide, from 2Us to 22s being quoted 
for straight run and for flour out of 
which the patent has been extracted. 
All country prices are ex-rail in Lon- 
don, that is to say the miller has to de- 
liver in some railway depot in London. 

Hungarian flour meets a steady but 
restricted trade. Today, spot prices are 
a trifle easier, top marks being quoted 
down to 30s 6d ex-store in some cases. 
Cables from Budapest, however, do not 
show any softening to speak of.

The spot demand 
is confined to the absolute day-by-day 
requirements of consumers, but there is 
no quotable change in prices from this 
day week. There are few, if any, press- 
ing resellers, though stocks of foreign 
flour have increased in this port about 
four thousand 280-lb sacks during No- 
vember. The totals are 70,517 sacks, 
against 66,672 at the end of October. 
The former is made up of 31,380 Pacific; 
36,880 Atlantic; 742 Hungarian; 845 
French; and 670 of other descriptions. 
The arrivals have thus at last exceeded 
the capacity of importers to distribute 
from quay on forward contracts, but the 
excess, mainly winters, is firmly held 
owing to inability to replace on profita- 
ble terms. Springs are most in request 
and the few parcels on resale find buy- 
ers from quay at full quotations. 

For shipment very little is possible 
owing to the excessive prices asked for 
both winters and springs, particularly 
the latter. 

Speculative purchasers are conspicu- 
onsly avoided, but the business policy 
of keeping popular brands on the mar- 
ket has resulted in a limited trade in 
winters. Low grade flours are in much 
the same plight, scarcity amounting to 
absolute dearth on spot. 

Pacific flours show a reduction of only 
2,400 280-lb sacks on the month, but the 
patience of sellers is inexhaustible. 

rices remain practically unchanged. 
Hungarian flour is dull and lifeless. 
Consumers were well brought ahead be- 
fore the advance, and there are re- 
sellers selling below millers’ limits.

northern Manitoba, at 28s gd. Needless 
io add that our millers prefer the two 
last-named wheats at these prices, the 
requirements of our London option mar- 
ket, the standard of which is No.1 north- 
ern Duluth, keeping up the price of this 
quality. 

The distribution of foreign wheat in 
London remains extraordinarily large, 
viz., from 65,000 to 70,000 qrs per week, 
while the average for previous years 
has been only 45,000 qrs. As I have pre- 
viously explained, the increased re- 
quirements of country millers owing to 
the inferior quality of much of this 
year’s home-grown wheat, and the ab- 
sence of relatively cheap American 
flour, accounts for this. The result is 
that though the supplies of foreign 
wheat in London recently have been 
very large, the present stocks are small 
being estimated at about 130,000 qrs of 
wheat and 200,000 sacks of flour, against 
32,5000 qrs of wheat and 450,000 sacks of 
flour Dec, 1 last year. 

Generally speaking the stocks of 
wheat in the United Kingdom ports 
Dec. 1 prove to be much below expecta- 
tions. The returns from eight of the 
principal ports compare as follows:

The total stocks of wheat and flour in 
all United Kingdom ports Dec, 1 are 
now estimated at 2,000,000 qrse, against 
2,500,000 last year and 2,750,000 in 1900. 
Of flour, the proportion is unusually 
small this year; equal to about 400,000 
qrs of wheat, against 775,000 last year. 

Thus it pappene that the European vis- 
ible supply ec. 1 shows very little in- 
crease since Nov. 1, being now estimated 
at 8,510,000 qrs, against 8,385,000 Nov. 1, 
9,005,000 last year Dec. 1, and 8,680,000 in 
1900. In America and Canada, however, 
the increase during the month has been 
rather large, so that what is known as 
the ‘world’s visible supply” has expe- 
rienced a total increase during the last 
month of 1,770,000 qe, as the following 
returns for the last three years will show

FLOUR IN NEWFOUNDLAND 


Respecting the extent and character of 
the flour and cereal trade of Newfound- 
land, and the duties applying on wheat 
flour, cereals, etc., coming from the 
United States, F. W. Finley, a repre- 
sentative importer, gives the Northwest. 
ern Miller the following interesting 
statement: 

In the year ended June, 1900, the total 
imports into this country, from all

sources, amounted in value to $7,497,147, 
and the exports to $8,627,576. Ex to

he imports of flour, which come 
either from the United States or Canada 
average for each day of the year about 
1,000 bbis, or say 360,000 bbls per annum. 

A considerable quantity of unbolted 
yellow cornmeal and hominy feed— 
about 1,200 tons—is imported, ‘og 4 in 
160-lb bags, and admitted duty free. The 
better grade of cornmeal, in wood, has 
a very limited sale, the fishermen bein 
prejudiced — cornmeal as an arti- 
cle of food. hile the unbolted yellow 
cornmeal, for feed purposes, is duty 
free, the better grade meal in wood pays 
a duty of 20c per bbl. 

Oats we get almost entirely from 
Prince Edward Island, and use very 
few white oats grown in the United 
States and Ontario. 

Goods from the United States come in 
here at the same rate of duty as from 
England or Canada. I might say that 
this colony is not part of the Dominion 
of Canada,as is generally supposed, de- 
spite strenuous efforts made by politi- 
cians of Canada and Newfoundland, to 
make it a part of the Dominion. There 
seems to be no disposition shown by the 
people to give up their independence, 
and to become a province of the Domin- 
ion, as under existing conditions we are 
free to go into any market for what we 
oy 

he source from which we obtain our 
flour depends entirely on the price at 
which it is offered. If the United States 
offers us better value than Canada, you 
will get the trade, or vice versa. 

A good many years ago, our entire im- 

orts of flour were from the United 

tates, but during the last ten years, it 
seems that the Ontario mills have been 
so situated as to be able to compete, and 
in a great many instances underseli 
millers in the States, though this year, 
or at least in the last six months, a 
very large portion of our winter wheat 
flour has come from the United States, 
This was because generally quotations, 
delivered this port, have been lower 
than Canada named. The writer’s flour 
imports have been about seven-eighths 
United States product, and the remain- 
der came from Ontario. 

The mills at Duluth-Superior have a 
steady and growing trade in this colony, 
though they are meeting with a keen 
competition at present from the 0 
Milling Co., and the Lake of the Woods 
Milling Co. 

Nine-tenths of our flour comes in wood, 
and the duty is 25c per bbl. 





The Newfoundland Treaty 


The new treaty just negotiated by the 
state department with Newfoundland, 
provides for the admission, free of du- 
a; of the following articles from the 

nited States into Newfoundland: In- 
dian corn, linseed oil cake and meal, 
cottonseed meal and cake and bran. 
The duty is not to exceed 25c per bbl on 
flour; 20c per bbl on Indian meal; 30c 
per bbi of 200 Ibs on oatmeal. 

The treaty provides that if any reduc- 
tion is made by Newfoundland at any 
time during the term of this convention 
in the duty upon the articles named 
poe moe | from any other country, such 
reduction shall apply to the United 
States, and that no heavier duty shall 
be imposed on articles coming from the 
United States than is imposed on such 
articles coming from elsewhere. 

The treaty becomes effective 30 days 
after it is es by the United States 
Senate and the executive authority of 
Newfoundland. 

The treaty is of interest to millers and 
others in the trade in that Newfound- 
land is a considerable consumer of 
United States flour and kindred prod- 
ucts, and this trade is on the increase, 





H. P. Gallaher, manager Northwestern 
Consolidated Milling Co., Minneapolis, 
Dec. 15: We are pleased to report some 
improvement in the milling situation. 
Foreigners are showing some interest 
and are buying moderately at a higher 
range than they have been willing to 
pay for some time. A good, steady 
market would, in our opinion, develop 
liberal trading with the United King- 
dom, where stocks are generally low. 
Feed values have improved, owing, no 
doubt, to the reduced output. Bran and 
middlings are in good demand, and 
prices obtainable are from 50c to $1 per 
ton higher than was the case last week. 


F. L. Greenleaf, Florence Mill Co‘. 
Minneapolis, Dec. 15: We found trade 

uiet last week. Flour sales were con- 
fined to domestic markets. Buyers do 
not seem satisfied that the advance will 
hold. Wheat prices are firm and stocks 
are not large. We see nothing at pres- 
ent to cause much decline in prices this 
month. Receipts at country elevators 
should increase with sleighing and the 
need of Christmas money, 
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In the week ended Dec. 13, Indianapo- 
lis mills produced 12,070 bbis, compared 
with 12,930 the week previous, and 11,690 
a year ago. 

he general milling outlook at pres- 
ent is as dull as it is possible to be with- 
out necessitating the closing down of 
the mills. Most of the milling done last 
week in this city was on old orders. Ex- 
port trade for many weeks has been dull, 
with no change in the situation last 
week. Mills can not afford to sell at the 
prices foreigners are offering. Domes- 
tic business is not much better than the 
export trade, and with this blockade in 
the two outlets, with no perceptible en- 
couragement ahead, millers have begun 
seriously to think that there is nothing 
in milling after all, although some be- 
lieve that the new year will open up 
brighter prospects. They don’t know 
why they think this, except that flour 
prices have now reached the minimum 
and that a change must surely come 
with the change of year. 

Very little wheat was offered in In- 
dianapolis last week. On Saturday 
millers were paying from 74@74%c for 
No. 2 red, which is 2c advance over that 
of a week ago. 

As is invariably the case, when flour 
markets are dull, millfeed is in good de- 
mand at a fair advance of price. It was 
quoted by Indianapolis mills last Sat- 
urday at $14.75 and $15.25 per ton for 
eastern shipment, and for sacked feed 
$1.25 per ton additional. 

Indianapolis flour prices Saturday 
were as follows: patent, $3.557@3.65; 
straight, $3.25@3.35, per 196 lbs in wood, 
for domestic shipment. 

Reports from mills situated in differ- 
ent parts of Indiana, Ohio and Kentucky 
are all to the effect that flour trade, bot 
domestic and export, is dull; that wheat 
offerings are extremely light, and that 
the only redeeming feature last week 
was a good demand for feed at better 
prices. 

Stocks of wheat in Indianapolis ele- 
vators at the close of business Saturday 
amounted to 340,240 bus; a decrease of 
28,362 compared with the week before.

FROM THE TRADE—INDIANA 


George T. Evans, Indianapolis: We 
have found it very difficult to pick up 
any business, specially in the export 
trade. We have done some domestic 
business, but at very close figures. The 
most difficult thing for the miller now 
to get around, is the relatively stronger 
advance in winter wheat, it being held 
at stiffer figures and at the larger mar- 
kets. In feed, the unexpected has hap- 
pened: not only are are paying the 
advance in freights, but an additional 
advance in the price of feed, and we 
have this week sold in the east at the 
highest prices we have obtained since a 
year ago. The offerings of wheat from 
farmers and country dealers are light, 
so that between high prices for wheat 
and quiet trade for flour, the position of 
the miller for the rest of this month 
does not inspire much enthusiasm. We 
hope for, if we can not fully expect, a 
better trade after the first of the year. 
Certainly foreign trade ought to come in 
by that time. Growing wheat is in good 
condition; well fixed’to stand the winter. 

The Goshen Miling Co., Goshen: East- 
ern buyers seem to be pretty well 
stocked with flour bought before the ad- 
vance in freight, and are not hungry for 
more. We do not take kindly to paying 
a higher rate of freight when the mills 
west of Chicago do not, and we are giv- 
ing our attention to local trade which 
will keep our mill going half time. 
Feed is in better demand and prices are 
somewhat higher. The weather is mod- 
erately cool and bracing. There is but 
little wheat moving. 

C. M. Harris Co., Elkhart: Domestic 
trade is at a standstill, and we have 
been working principally on old orders. 
Some few export orders have been 
booked since the advance, at close 
prices. Demand for feed remains good, 
with deliveries of wheat morefree. The 
trade in general is very good. 

W. Trow Co., Madison: We are find- 
ing flour trade quite dull this week, as 
buyers are unwilling to follow the ad- 
vance in wheat. Feed, however, is in 
excellent demand at advancing prices. 
Wheat receipts are very light. 

OHIO 


The Ansted & Burk Co., Springfield: 
Domestic trade is letting up some. We 
are doing very little exporting; prices 
are out of line. Feed trade holds up 
well. Wheat receipts rather light. Our 
trade and prices, compared with other 
years, have been fairly good. We have 

ad a splendid trade since July. 

The Williams Bros., Co., Kent: Re- 
ceipts of wheat are next to nothing, and 
the farmers are watching the price of 
No. 2 wheat and calculating that in the 
near future they can obtain No. 2 price 
from local buyers. This will upset any 
large deal in Ohio wheat for some weeks 
to come. Feed trade fairly good. For- 
eign flour trade nil, domestic somewhat 
better. Have maintained twenty-four 
hours time up to date. 

Allen & Wheeler, Troy: We can not 
report any improvement of consequence 
in either the domestic or the export sit- 
Feed trade has improved a lit- 
tle, but this is due perhaps only to the 
advance in freight. e are getting very 
little wheat, as farmers’ ideas are quite 
alittle above what we can pay. The 
volume of the trade for this season of 
the year is fully up to that of recent 
years.

The corn markets are all steamy and 
higher, which causes the manifestation 
of more interest than has been exhibited 
during the present season. While the 
future markets show an unusual degree 
of firmness the local market is about 
stationary. This is accounted for by the 
fact that the supply for Nashville is 
drawn from Mississippi and Ohio river 
points which are not affected by the 
fluctuations of the future market. There 
is in this district plenty of available 
corn and holders are willing to sell ona 
basis of 47@48c but are unable to get 
cars in which to ship. The result of 
this is that receipts are light. 

Corn millers report a fair trade for 
both meal and grits, with the balance 
slightly in favor of the latter. They say 
they have come nearer getting their 
prices than for several weeks, but quo- 
tations have not been disturbed and 
stand at $1.10 for meal and $1.30 for pearl 
meal and grits per 100 lbs. 

Oats are scarce and in good demand. 
Prices are very firm and the indications 
are all for still higher values. Quota- 
tions this week are firmer and higher, 
white being 38@39c bulk; mixed, in 
car lots, 37@38c; sacked, two cents more.

The weather in this section has moder- 
ated and wheat growers are beginning 
to feel some uneasiness for their grow- 
ing crop, for surely a continuation of 
the weather now prevailing would cause 
the plant to grow entirely too much be- 
fore the freezes of January and Febru- 
ary set in.

The flour trade ee to a low point 
last week and the millers blame the ad- 
vance in rates and high price of wheat 
for the decrease in trade. The local and 
state trade has been brisk, but the east 
has taken little and foreigners nothing. 
The latter sent over some D gone which 
were so low that millers did not take 
the trouble to cable answers. It is so 
long since any export trade has been 
done that millers have ceased to think 
about that branch of the business. Prices 
are 4 ten cents, which is scarcely 
pe tn in view of the present price of 
wheat, but appears to be too much for 
eastern buyers. A few small lots of low 
grade went south, but trade in that di- 
rection does not amount to much, 

So far, this month has been a very 
good one for dealers in northwestern 
flour. The demand has been unusually 
good and the advance in prices has not 
been so great as in winter wheat flours. 

Detroit mills turned out 12,600 bbls of 
flour, compared with a like quantity the 
week before, but sales did not reach the 
output. The mills, however, are still 
behind their old orders and have work 
enough to keep them going several 
days without any new orders. 

There is no change in the transporta- 
tion conditions; cars are still so scarce 
as to serious] hamper trade. 

The demand for rye flour is good and 
buckwheat flour meets with ready sale 
at an advance of five cents.

The Michigan State Millers’ Associ- 
ation will hold its annual meeting at 
the Hotel Downey, Lansing, Jan. 21.

Lack of fuel caused a suspension of 
operations at the Kinde Roller mill last 
week, but the mill is again running 
day and night. 

Port Huron has the Battle Creek craze. 
A number of Tunnel City capitalists 
are considering the formation of a com- 
pany to manufacture a new ''pure food.” 

During the present crop year Michi- 
gan farmers have marketed 1,822,836 bus 
of wheat, which is an increase of 278,400 
over that marketed during the same pe- 
riod last year. 

The power of the Lowe mill near Hud- 
son has been nearly doubled by the 
building of a new flume. Much new 
machinery has been added to the mill 
and its capacity increased. 

The condition of wheat in Michigan, 
according to the report for December, is 
86. Very few correspondents say any- 
thing about the Hessian fly and practi- 
cally none reports any damage done. 

Alma Roller Mills, Alma: The grow- 
ing wheat is doing well in this section. 
Have not heard any complaints about 
the Hessian ay and think the plant is 
free from it. he acreage is about the 
same as last year. The demand for flour 
and feed has been very good; especially 
for feed. 

Millers, local and from other states, 
took a lively interest in the proceedings 
of the national reciprocity convention 
held in this city last week. Among the 
millers in attendance were W. D. Wash- 
burn of Minneapolis, E. H. Siebel of St. 
Louis, and W. N. Rowe of Grand Rap- 
ids, Mich. [The proceedings of the con- 
vention are given on page 1279 of this 
issue. } 

Michigan has just received a gener- 
ous fall of snow, covering nearly all the 
wheat belt and insuring present protec- 
tion and future moisture for the plant. 
According to all reports the crop has 
gone into the winter in very good shape 
and the scare about the Hessian fly ap- 
pears to have been premature. The 
movement has not increased much, but 
there is improvement in the grading of 
Michigan receipts, which indicates that 
the farmers have finished marketing 
their off grades.

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The flour situation has not improved 
in volume of trade, although it has im- 
proved in tone and price. The limits 
have been advanced quite generally on 
many of the leading grades, and this 
has developed a position where forced 
buyers have had to pay the asking 
prices or go without flour. As an illus- 
tration, quite good sales of Minneapolis 
specials were made last Monday ona 
basis of $4.10, in wood and prices were 
advanced in the middle of the week to 
$4.25. The jobbing trade here has not 
been enthused with the idea that there 
was really any merit in the market and 
have not put a great deal of confidence 
in the advance in wheat prices, but the 
continued strength of the future market 
and the advance of cash wheat both here 
and in the west is developing a condi- 
tion wherein the mills can not oer 
wheat at any decline and therefore will 
be compelled to put up limits sooner or 
later. 

Low-grade springs are very steady, 
improving with the better grades, al- 
though as usual the actual response in 
price has been on a rather small scale. 
lhe condition of winter wheat flour has 
been quite as favorable as that of 
spring. Limits have been advanced 
and holders of flour here are demanding 
more momen, but so far the buyers have 


not been willing to pay more than old 
quotations. Low grades are firm and 
in rather scant supply.

The increased rates on freight to the 
seaboard are expected to go into effect 
Jan.1. It is aoe here that one rea- 
son for the small movement of flour is 
the inability of the northwestern mills 
to get cars. 

The Cataract City Milling Co. of Ni- 
agara Falls says: We have nothing 
new to report concerning the milling 
situation in our section. We are run- 
ning right along at full capacity and 
have enough orders ahead to keep us 
going a few weeks. Millfeed is moving 
more freely at better prices. 

The Dunlop Mills of Richmond, Va., 
says: Business is very dull, and what 
little is passing is at such low prices 
that itis nothing more than swapping 
dollars. The meal business is especial- 
ly dull, and flour is moving very slowly 
to domestic markets. Foreigners are a 
shilling too low in their bids for patent 
and straight flour. We have placed a 
large quantity of low grade flour in Hol- 
land, which, at present, is paying much 
better than any other foreign market. 
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Cash wheat has advanced. We are now 
paying 81c for wheat. The advance in 
wheat hus not resulted in buyers ad- 
vancing their bids; most of them look 
upon itas a speculative advance, and 
not a legitimate one, We have, this 
week, started our large flour mill at the 
Gallego. This ft us at that plant a 
daily capacity of about 1,500 bbls. 
STEAMSHIP NOTES 

The ocean liners are coming in from 
one to two days overdue on account of 
the very severe weather. The Oceanic 
was about a day late and the Kronprinz 
William was 36 hours late. 

It is stated that it is not the intention 
of the steamship ‘'trust’”’ to make any 
important changes in the conduct of the 
lines which it has absorbed. Mr. Gris- 
com says that there is no intention to 
disturb business in any way. The re- 
port that the Atlantic Transport Line 
would remove from London to South- 
ampton he said was ‘'poppycock.” It 
is announced that the Holland-America 
Line will change its date of sailing from 
New York to Wednesday instead of Sat- 
urday, and sailings from Rotterdam 
will be on Saturday. The Potsdam is 
the first steamer to sail on this schedule.

A firm but ver ques market for flour 
ruled all through the week, with prices 
for spring wheat patents advanced 5@ 
10c per bbl. The higher prices, how- 
ever, had the effect of curtailin the Lit- 
tle business passing and few sales were 
made during the week. Mill agents re- 
port the week just closed as one of the 
dullest for months, for while a slow 
trade was expected until after the holi- 
days, it was hoped that some business 
might be done, in order to keep things 
moving. The trade did not take hold 
as it was expected to, as the supplies 
on hand were ample and more than 
sufficient to meet the requirements of 
the retail trade, from whom the demand 
was particularly light. The general 
tendency also to reduce stocks as much 
as possible at the close of the year, 
causes jobbers to refrain from purchas- 
ing any more than is absolutely neces- 
sary to supply their wants. 

Another feature of the market recently 
was the large amount of flour offered 
by the jobbers, who were willing and 
anxious to re-sell spring wheat patent 
flour at prices anywhere from 10@l5c 
per bbl below the mill quotation for the 
same goods. The mill agent, therefore, 
has had to work against this factor, not 
much to his own advantage. Frequent- 
ly when quoting a price to some jobber 
the latter has replied that he would sell 
the same brand, on spot, for 10c less 
than the agent asked. To illustrate, a 
certain brand of Minnesota patent was 
nae gee at $4.05 per bbl in wood, 
while the mill quotations was $4.20 per 
bbl. The general asking range for 
spring patent, mill shipment was $4.20 
@4.35 per bbl in wood although a few 
Minneapolis trade brands were nomin- 
ally quoted at $4.40 per bb! in wood, and 
one fancy patent at $4.50 per bbl. These 
extreme prices, however, were nominal 
as few sales were reported above $4.30 
per bbl in wood. 

In winter wheat flours there is little 
change to note. About $3.90@4.10 per 
bbl, in wood, will cover the range of 
Ohio and Indiana patents, with $3.85 an 
inside quotation for Michigan and New 
York brands. Clear and straight Ohio 
and Indiana flours range $3.50@3.90 per 
bbl, in wood, according to reputation, 
with Michigan flours about $3.50@3.85

Philadelphia, Dec. 15. 
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Owing to the unsettled condition of 
flour rates, mills did not grind so heavi- 
ly as was expected. The quantity 
turned out was 27,650 bbls, against 32,140 
the week before and 19,690 last year. 
For the same reason mills curtailed 
their shipments and increased their ac- 
cumulation of stocks. 

Flour conditions continue unchanged 
from a week ago. The demand in gen- 
eral was quiet, and of a small order, 
holiday conditions beginning to devel- 
op and the present situation not satis- 
factory to millers, but they do not look 
for any improvement now until after 
the holidays. Now that western roads 
have announced their desire to protect 
shippers on througk freight at old rates 
up to Jan. 1, millers feel more at ease, 
as this will enable those that have con- 
tracts to catch up,before the new rate be- 
comes effective. The mix-up in rates, 
materially affected sales in the east and 
nearly cut off all export business. 
Very little business was done as most 
buyers have a fair stock on hand and 
could not be induced to add to the same 
on a higher basis. There is no disposi- 
tion on the part of the millers to push 
sales as they are inclined to look for 
higher prices later on. Local trade 
holds good, dealers taking flour freely 
and in fair-sized lots. Mill stocks in- 
creased 10,890 bbls on the week, being 
32,390, against 21,500 the week previous 
and 20,000 last year. 

Millfeed has shown more strength 
since navigation closed. Demand is 
more general and buyers show no dis- 
position to quibble at prices.

429,849; total, 54,701,524; excess of 1902, 
3,587,919 bus. In other items of freight 
there is a similar excess. In flour the 
shipments of the year have been 8,456,- 
085 bois, an excess of 822,130 bbls over 
1901. 

Today at the Detroit yard of the Amer- 
ican Shipbuilding Co. the Anchor Line 
launched its fine passenger and pack- 
age freighter Tionesta, built for the 
Duluth-Buffalo run. The ship will be 
out next spring. She is about the size 
of the Northern Line passenger ships, 
and will make good time, but will carry 
thousands of tons of package freight. 
This anda sister ship to be built at 
once, will be especially adapted for the 
flour trade. 

The movement of flax has been quite 
disappointing this fall, reaching to date 
a total of but 1,480,000 bus more than the 
preceding year to the same time, or l4,- 
177,000 bus in all. Partly in consequence 
of this, and in part in consequence of 
fault on the side of the crushers, the De- 
cember option has been especially 
strong in the last few days and has come 
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close to May, closing Saturday only 
three cents under. Receipts now are 
small and are liable to be still less. 
Operating mills at the Head of the 
Lakes are now reduced in number to 
three, one for each of the companies. 
This state of things will probably con- 
tinue till well along toward the openin 
of navigation. Though much reduce 
in capacity, it is refreshing to have any 
mills qeaning after the close of naviga- 
tion. Inthe old days under previous 
conditions not a mill would be turnin 
a wheel here after the boats had shomped 
running, all being shut down ‘'for re- 
pairs” for a period of two or three 
months after Dec. 1 or thereabouts. i 
While all grain boats are out of Lake 
Superior on their way down, and but 
few are out of home ports, there are sev- 
eral craft on this lake, upbound with 
coal for this port.

Special Corresvondence 

There is just enough business in flour 
to let some of the millers catch up on 
old orders and only one is actually com- 
plaining that he could do considerably 
more. ‘'But,’’ says he, ''let this wheat 
market hold up a week longer and you 
will see the buyers coming in. Evidence 
is not lacking that they believe the mar- 
ket has gotten away from them; at any 
rate it is further from their ideas than 
they wish. They must buy, and that 
very soon.”’ Local trade is active and 
as a whole the regular outside business 
is as good as it was last week. 

Feeds are higher and will advance 
still more next week. The demand 
started in actively about the middle of 
the week and today everybody is too 
busy to talk. Cold weather is the prin- 
cipal cause, but the higher price for 
corn and the advance in freight rates 
also have had their effect. There is no 
feed lying around on side tracks today 
as there was last year; still there is 
some to spare and the inquiry for it is 
active for shipment and spot. All kinds 
of feed have advanced and some which 
were already considered too high. 

NOTES 

The Buffalo Cereal Co. is running its 
mills full capacity night and day. 
Rolled oats are taking up about fourteen 
hours and feed and cornmeal the re- 
mainder of the day. 

Buffalo option quotations are now sent 
out on the ticker, which is something 
the trade here did not expect thus early 
in the new venture. Clearances last 
week were 4,000,000 bus, but actual trad- 
ing was considerably larger. 

Corn here is grading much better than 
at other points. Nearly 25 per cent of 
the receipts are contract, while Chicago 
shows about 5 per cent. Since the cold 
weather set in we hear nothing of 
*tsticky” or 'theating” corn. 

The receipts of grain at Buffalo in the 
last week were 5,280,000 bus, against 3,- 
850,000 last year. Navigation will close 
about the same date asit did a year ago; 
about Dec. 20. Flour receipts were 600,- 
000 bbis, against half that amount last 
year. 

The heavy snow storm and fierce gale 
prevailing at this end of the lakes isa 
sufficient warning to vessel owners to 
lay up their boats. All the line boats 
have quit, but there are eight grain 
laden steamers still making their way to 
Buffalo as fast as the weather will per- 
mit, and about fourteen other steamers 
and barges are bound for Tonawanda 
with ore and lumber. 

The amount of wheat in store and 
afloat here today is estimated at 7,500,000 
bus, against 11,000,000 reported last year 
onthe same date; corn, 800,000; oats, 
1,200,000; barley, 2,800,000. Last year 
1,800,000 bus of barley was reported in 
store and afloat Jan.1. Thereis a rapid 
movement of grain by rail, and a steady 
increase is expected until after the first 
of the year.

The use by the mills for the week end- 
ing Saturday of 65,725 barrels, represent- 
ed the consumption of approximately 
396,090 patent hoops, 167,000 hickory 
hoops, and 30,000 wire hoops. 

Head linings continue scarce, and lo- 
cal mills experience great difficulty in 
securing a sufficient quantity to squeeze 
along with. They are quotable at 30c 
wd M car lots, and at 40/@50c in broken 
ots. 

There was a decrease of 25,000 in the 
barrel sales of Minneapolis shops last 
week, and they were the smallest since 
Sept. 27—twelve weeks. A reduced flour 
output and the filling of a greater num- 
ber of sack orders, caused the shrink- 
age. Two shops that have lately en- 
oe a large business, were the chief 
osers. However, two others had their 
sales scaled down somewhat. For the 
first time in a dozen weeks or over, the 
make of barrels exceeded the sales by 
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a good margin—6,000. This week the 
mills are age n running at reduced ca- 
poe: and the use of barrels wiil doubt- 
ess be only of moderate quantity.

THE MONEY MARKET 


The money market shows greater 
firmness than a week ago, the tightened 
conditions in the east finding some re- 
flection here.

FLAXSEED AND ITS PRODUCTS 


With proposed new linseed mill at 
Buffalo, that centér will be able to turn 
bi about 100,000 tons of oil cake annu- 
ally. 

In the week ended Dec. 13, shipments 
of oil cake from New York consisted of 
12,140 long tons, against 33,450 in the pre- 
ceding week and 14,375 in 1901. The 
chief cargoes were 10,075 to Rotterdam; 
500 to Havre; 2,700 to Antwerp; 675 to 
Bristol. The 32,800 bus of flaxseed clear- 
ing New York in the same week, was all 
for Rotterdam. 

The Duluth Commercial Record says: 
This year’s flaxseed crop is held to a 
larger extent than every before, and not 
70 per cent of the crop has been moved 
to terminals. Onthis basis the markets 
will receive 26,000,000 bus, as compared 
with 21,643,000 bus last year. If weallow 
1,000,000 bus as duplicated from Minne- 
apolis to Duluth, the northwest raised 
25,000,000 bus of flaxseed for market. 
Add to this 3,000,000 bus from Iowa and 
the southwest, and we have 28,000,000 bus.

The ports affected 
will be Halifax, St. John, Boston, Port- 
land, Philadelphia, Baltimore and New 
York.

The flour trade is not at all satisfac- 
tory to millers. While the movement 
is normal there is no stability in prices, 
which, since two weeks ago have de- 
clined ten cents a barrel on all grades. 
The quotations now ruling are: patent, 
$3.05@3.70; hard wheat patent, $3.90@ 
4.30; graham flour, $3.90; rye flour, $4.15; 
pumpernickel, $3.90. hese are the 

rices quoted to the local trade, for car 
fots, cash at the mills. 

The export movement in flour, both 
foreign and domestic, is constantly in- 
creasing in volume and importance. 
During the months of November the ex- 
ports were 23,573 sacks. This was dis- 
tributed as follows: to London 18,000 
sacks; Antwerp, 1,323; Copenha en, 500; 
Bremen, 900; Belfast, 2,000; Rotterdam, 
R50, 

The flour movement coastwise during 
the month of November amounted to 
16,698 sacks, of which 2,070 went to New 
York and the remaining 14,638 were 
shipped to Brownsville, and from thence 
into Mexico. The steamship Nueces 
which sailed for New York Dec, 3, took 
2,000 sacks of flour destined for Cienfue- 
gos, Cuba. This sale and shipment 
was made by the Texas Star Mills, and 
because of lack of steamer facilities be- 
tween Galveston and the West Indies, 
they were compelled to route it via 
New York, in order to get it to its desti- 
nation. So long as Texas millers are 
thus handicapped, they can not expect 
to build up much of a trade with the 
West Indies. 

The European shipments thus far for 
December are 16,450 sacks, weighing 
1,809,000 lbs. More than 13,000 sacks go 
to London, and 900 to Antwerp. All, ex- 
cept 400 sacks of the London shipment, 
was exported by Kansas and north Tex- 
as mills; the originated in Oklaho- 
ma, Millers here wi not ship flour to 
Great Britain and the Continent, con- 
tending that there is no profit in it at 
the present srerey in prices asked 
and offered. Bran followed the flour 
market, declined five cents, and is now 
quoted at 95c per 100 lbs in carload lots 
on the track at the mills. The total ex- 
ports fore the month of November 
were 160,000 Ibs to Bremen. The demand 
for bran for feeding purposes is so large 
that the southwestern millers can scarce- 
ly supply it, hence the export movement 
is light and will continue so until the 
feeding season is over. 

There has been a slight decline in 
wheat. The Texas Star Mills are offer- 
ing for milling purposes 78@79c for No. 
2 hard winter wheat and the same for 
soft. Export quotations are 724(@738c, 
10 to 15 days’ delivery. The export move- 
ment is light. During the month of No- 
vember total exports were 744,220 bus, 
compared with 100 in November, 
1901, an increase of 79,120 bus. 

The total rcory since Sept. 1 to 
Nov. 30 were 5,224,900 bus. For the same 
period last year they were 3,488,079 bus, 
an increase this year over last of 1,936,- 
821. The total receipts thus far this sea- 
son have been 6,177, bus; total deliv- 
eries, 5,149,855. The present stock in 
elevators is 1,279,972 bus, of which 258,- 
\25 ig in the Texas Star Mills’ elevator. 
November wheat exports were distrib- 
uted as follows: Rotterdam, 332,400 bus; 
Hambur 172,480; Manchester, 40,000; 
Havre, 20,000; Genoa, 8,000; Bremen, 
85,340; Antwerp, 58,000. The shipments 
booked thus far this month are 72,000 
bus to Antwerp, and 120,000 to Hamburg. 
The outlook for a-large export move- 
ment of wheat this month is not at all 
flattering.

The steamship Felix de Abrassolo, is 
now receiving 188,570 bus for Reval, 
Russia; 98,570 is being evaneee by tke 
Richardson Grain Co. of Chicago, and 
0,000 bus by the Calumet Grain & Ele- 
vator Co. of St. Louis. This is the first 
shipment of corn ever made from Gal- 
veston to a Russian port, and marks a 
new departure in grain shipments from 
here, Corn for export is quoted at 50c 
per buin bulk at Galveston. The quo- 
tations of corn for domestic use are: No. 
- mixed in sacks c. a. f. at Galveston. 
0c; white, 65c. There will undoubtedly 
be a large export movement of corn 
through this — during this season, as 
indications all point in that direction.

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The report of the Texas section of the 
United States weather bureau for No- 
vember, regarding crop conditions in 
Texas, says: Wheat has made a phe- 
nomenally —_ growth, and ey 
isin avery fine condition. ere are, 
however, a number of fields of early- 

lanted wheat that are from 12 to 18 
nches in —_ and jointing, and these 
fields no doubt will be seriously dam- 
aged by the first hard freeze. Volun- 
teer and winter oats are growing a. 
It has been impossible to pasture fall- 
sown grain on account of the excessive 
rainfall and boggy fields. Barley and 
rye are growing rapidly and are very 
promising. 

Relative to the wheat crop the follow- 
ing expressions from authorities of the 

rain belt and handlers of grain doubt- 
e3s will be of interest: 

Mr. Kell of Vernon, Texas, says: 
‘tWinter wheat conditions could not be 
better out in the Vernon country. It 
looks well everywhere, and there will 
be an increase in the crop of about 50 
per cent, so if there is no setback, the 
next crop will be a large one. In 1901 
Vernon marketed a million bushels of 
wheat; it was, of course, not all raised 
in that part of the country. There are 
no exact figures at hand in regard to the 
total area, but it will larger than ever.” 

J. R. Griffith of Fort Worth, who has 
been over a good part of the wheat coun- 
try says: ‘If nothing happens, Texas 
will raise and market anywhere from 
fifteen to twenty million bushels of 
wheat next year. In some counties, 
where very little ground was put in 
wheat last year, this year several thou- 
sand acres have been sown. Last year, 
with the exception of Erath county, the 
Panhandle suffered most from the 
drouth. This year the outlook could 
not be more encouraging. Reports from 
all over the belt are to the same effect.”’ 


POSSIBLE WHEAT AREA OF TEXAS 


Few people have any idea of the pos- 
sible winter wheat area of Texas. he 
territory susceptible of producing win- 
ter wheat successfully is greater than 
the entire acreage planted to wheat in 
the United States. lf winter wheat were 

lanted from Childress on the north to 
New Braunfels on the south and from 
Wills Point on the east to Abilene on 
the west the acreage would be in excess 
of that of the remainder of the revs 
It is estimated that more than 1,250, 
acres have been seeded with wheat 
in Texas this fall. 


COTTONSEED PRODUCTS 


During the month of November, 21,175 
tons of meal and 4,820 tons of cake were 
ben a ty from Galveston compared 
with 7,060 tons of meal and $0,330 tons of 
cake exported from New Orleans. Gal- 
veston is far ahead of New Orleans in 
the shipment of meal, while New Or- 
leans discounts Galveston in the ship- 
ment of cake. The reason assigned by 
Galveston exporters for this is that the 
Texas cottonseed meal, being = 
to the product of other cotton states, is 
in demand in Germany, where they ap- 

reciate its value as a feed. New Or- 

eans exports cake to Great Britain and 

other countries where the use of meal is 
limited and its feed qualities are not 
appreciated. The demand from Ger- 
many, coupled with the home consump- 
tion, consumes the Texas supply. For 
export, the price of prime cottonseed 
meal and cake per short ton, delivered 
at Galveston for immediate shipment, 
is $23.75; bolted meal is 50@75c higher. 
For domestic usc, delivered on track at 
Galveston, $24 per ton is asked; dealers 
charge 50c@$1 a ton advance.

Two weeks agolI indicated that Aus- 
tralia would probably require to import 
from 180,000 to 200,000 tons of breadstuffs 
during 1903 to meet the deficiencies 
which will arise poli a the failure, to 
a great extent, of the wheat crops. Since 
then the position appears to be more se- 
rious, as, according to several forecasts 
which have been made, we may want as 
much as 300,000 tons. At any rate 200,000 
tons is a safe margin, pending more defi- 
nite information, which can only be ob- 
tained in about a month’s time, for Cal- 
ifornian and Canadian millers and ex- 
porters to work upon. 

No business has resulted with the Ar- 
entine and other countries. Up to date 
ully 40,000 tons of Manitoba and Cali- 

fornian wheat and flour have been 
bought for Australian requirements, 
and to arrive between now and next 
March and April. 

The following vessels are fixed to 
load: Alice Macdonald, 640 tons, ’Fris- 
co to Rockhampton, Queensland, with 
wheat; Battle Abbey, wheat and (or) 
barley for Melbourne; Trafalgar, 1,605 
tons, ’Frisco to Australian ports; Diri-

tons, and several other sailers with 
rain from ’Frisco to Sydney or Mel- 
ourne (option). A steamer cargo of 
5,000 tons, chiefly Manitoba wheat with 
little flour has been fixed for loading 
this month at New York for Sydney. 

A cable message has been received 
stating that 1,000 tons of wheat meal are 
being shipped by a White Star Line 
steamer from Liverpool to an Australian 
port. Two days ago 700 tons of Califor- 
nia No. 1 milling wheat sold in Sydney 
on spot at 5s 4d per bu. 

The government statistician of New 
South Wales—a recognized authority— 
last week published his preliminary es- 
timate of the area under crops. The 
area in New South Wales under all crops 
in 1901 was 2,278,370 acres, and this year 
itis 2,118,016 acres, a shrinkage of 160,- 
354 acres or nearly 7% per cent. The 
area under wheat, which constitutes our 
staple agricultural industry and which 
amounts to 75 per cent of the whole crop, 
is thus compared with a season ago:

Of the 1,561,700 acres sown, no less than 
812,580 acres are reported as yielding 
‘no crop” or as ‘'fed-off,’’ representing 
pF cent of the entire area. A further 
272,930 acres are either cut or expected 
to be cut for ha leaving only 476,190 
acres for grain. ere there an average 
of ten bushels to the acre for this, which 
is bay! doubtful, the yield would be 
only 4,761,900 bus—a shrinkage of about 
ten million bushels on last season’s 
crop. While some interested people re- 

ard the yield as not worth more than 

‘our million, others believe that it will 
pen out six million, as ed consider 
hat the acreage saved for grain is larger 
than estimated by the government stat- 
istician. 

In Victoria a trade estimate of the 

ield in that state came out last week as 
3,500,000 bus, a serious shrinkage on the 
seven million bushels expected by some. 

The natural consequence of these fore- 
casts, whether reliable or not, has been 
to strengthen — all’round. In New 
South Wales it is very difficult to pro- 
cure wheat of any description and mill- 
ers will only sell sparingly of flour. 
Several mills have had to shut down 
temporarily, being unable to obtain 
grain in their districts. The latest quo- 
tations at the three principal ports are: 
Sydney—wheat, old, 5s 7d; wheat, new, 
not on the market until December; flour, 
best, £11 5s@£11 10s; bran, per bu, 1s 8d; 
pollard, bu, ls 10d. Melbourne—wheat, 
old, 5s 8d@5is 9d; wheat, new, not on 
the market until December; flour, best, 
£11 10s; bran, per bu, 1s 9d; pollard, bu, 
1s 9d. Adelaide—wheat, old, 5s; wheat,

Rates for wheat are largely nominal. 
Best brands of Manitoba flour still sell- 
ing freely for forward delivery at £12 10s 
per ton to bakers.

National Reciprocity Convention 


The reciprocity convention in session 
at Detroit, Mich., last week, composed 
of representatives of civic bodies in dif- 
ferent byt! of the country, was pro- 
nounced in its declaration for reciprocal 
relations with other countries in general 
and for freer relations with Canada in 

articular. It adopted resolutions as 

ollows: 

Resolved, that we reaffirm the resolu- 
tions adopted at the first convention of 
this league at Chicago, which embrace 
in their scope the general prinetet of 
reciprocity and the establishment of lib- 
eral, fair trade relations with all the na- 
tions of the world, and that we again 
call attention to the reciprocity treaties 
negotiated by ex-Minister Kasson, in- 
cluding the very important treaty with 
France; and we — request that these 
treaties be ratified, and also that a revi- 
procity treaty with Cuba be speedily ne- 
gotiated and ratified. 

Resolved, that this convention give 
special consideration of our trade re- 
lations with Canada—relations which, 
to say the least, have for many years 
been unfortunate for both countries and 
which promise (unless speedily ar- 
ranged) to grow rapidly from bad to 
worse at the very moment when a great 
industrial development is taking place; 
and in view of these considerations be 
it further,

convention that the government of the 
United States should take immediate 
steps to secure closer and more advan- 
tageous trade relations with Canada; 
and that reciprocal relations, beneficial
